Oh,  yes  it  has  !      Our  article   "  Ca*  Canny,  and  where 
considerable    amount     of    retrospection    in    many  minds,  and 
must  be  admitted,  at  any  rate  silently  to  ourselves,  Messrs.  Ca'  Canny  and  Dilly  Dally 
have  been  severely  reprimanded  and  ordered  to  take  a  much  more  lowly  position  in 
many  pharmacies. 

The  war  period  with  its  inflated  demand  for  so  many  articles  is  over  and 
done  with,  which  of  course  means  that  the  science  of  business  must  reassert  itself. 
A  fundamental  of  this  science  is — "  Be  an  optimist  ;  "  don't  "  grouse  "  and  "  if  only  " 
and  "  but,"  get  busy  ;  say  "  this  is  the  price  to-day  for  this  line  and  I  must  sell  it 
to-day,"  not  "  I  will  see  how  much  it  is  next  week,"  or  "  People  will  not  buy  at 
this  price."  In  Algebra  we  all  know  that  two  negatives  make  a  positive,  but 
Algebra  is  not  business.  In  business  two  negatives  are  much  more  likely  to  make 
two  more  negatives,  so  don't  talk  negatives. 

It  is  the  man  of  ideas  who  wins  to-day  ;  the  one  who,  having  put  in  a  window 
display  and  the  results  not  coming  in  as  they  should,  thinks  out  what  is  wrong  with 
it,  pulls  it  out  and  starts  again  quite  differently. 

Some  pharmacists  yet  believe  that  a  really  well-dressed  and  attractive  "  selling " 
window  will  offend  their  best  customers.  Why  ?  They  are  never  prepared  to 
tell  you  other  than  that  they  believe  it  will  make  their  premises  resemble  a  branch 
of  one  of  the  large  stores.  Supposing  for  a  minute  that  it  did,  what  does  it  matter  ? 
Your  returns,  compared  with  that  particular  branch  store— on  which  side  would  the 
balance  be  ?    You  perhaps  would  not  like  to  say — we  can  hazard  a  shrewd  guess. 

In  conclusion,  don't  wait  for  to-morrow,  think  and  act  to-day  ;  sell  your  goods 
as  your  goods  and  never  mind  the  stores,  or,  in  fact,  anything  else  outside  the  interests 
of  your  customers  and  your  pharmacy.  When  you  know  a  line  or  lines  will  sell, 
buy  those  lines,  display  them  and  you  will  sell  them.  Briefly,  ' '  Don't  put  off 
until  to-morrow  what  you  should  do  to-day,"  but  go  in  for  truthful  advertising  and 
an  attractive  well-kept  pharmacy,  be  of  practical  help  and  assistance  to  your 
customers,  and  you  will  find  that  they  don't  "  Ca'  Canny "  with  you,  nor  put  off 
buying.     The  tide  will  then  have  turned  for  you,  to  your  gain.

Export  of  British  Dyestuffs. 

The  Chemical  and  Dyestuff  Traders'  Association,  having 
communicated  to  the  Board  of  Trade  the  strong  objection 
of  applicants  for  dyestuff  licences  to  disclosing  the  names 
of  their  customers  to  the  members  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  the  ground  that  it  amounts  to  a  disclosure  of 
private  trade  information,  has  received  a  reply  from  the 
Board  of  Trade  stating  : 

The  Committee  feel  that  they  cannot  give  any  under- 
taking that  the  names  of  the   ultimate  consumers  of 
dyestuffs  for  which  licences  are  sought  will    not  be 
required,  but  where  such  particulars  are  required  they 
will,  as  a  rule,  be  only  available  to  the  secretariat  of 
the  Committee,  though  in  special  circumstances  it  may 
be  necessary  for  the  particulars  to  be  given  to  the 
full  Committee.    This  latter  course  will,  however,"  only 
be  taken  when  there  are  circumstances  attending  the 
application  which  render  it  unavoidable.

False-pretences  Case. 

At  Tonbridge,  on  March  8,  the  hearing  of  the  oase  in 
which  Herbert  Masters,  described  as  a  chemist's  traveller, 
was  charged  with  obtaining  by  false  pretences  sums  of 
money  in  connection  with  the  supposed  destruction  of  rats 
(C.  &  D.,  March  5,  p.  48)  was  concluded,  the  defendant 
having  altered  his  original  intention  of  calling  further 
evidence.  Previous  convictions  were  proved  against  him. 
and  many  other  complaints  were  mentioned  ;  it  was  stated 
that  in  one  instance  he  designated  himself  "  W.  H. 
Woods,  M.P.S.,  Laboratory,  Folkestone."  The  accused, 
in  the  course  of  a  plea  for  leniency,  alleged  financial  stress 
as  the  reason  for  his  offence,  and  said  that  he  had  been 
off  "  the  Register  of,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  "  for 
several  years.    He  was  sentenced  to  two  months'  hard 
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labour  on  each  of  the  charges,  the  sentences  to  run  con- 
secutively.

Mr.  Riohards  also  said  that  he  was  a  panel 
chemist,  and  that  many  of  h"s  customers  were  incon- 
venienced because  they  could  not  obtain  medicated  wines 
at  his  shop.  The  licence  was  granted,  subject  to  the 
sales  being  restricted  to  medicated  wines. 

Birmingham. 

The  death  is  announced  of  Mr.  Richard  Giles,  a  pioneer 
in  the  home-grown  tobacco  and  sugar-beet  industries. 

Two '  men  recently  caught  with  eighty  half-crowns, 
counterfeits  of  the  new  coinage,  in  their  possession,  have 
been  committed  for  trial. 

Dr.  Charles  Webb  Iliffe,  who  was  coroner  for  North 
Warwickshire  for  many  years,  died  on  March  1.  Dr. 
Iliffe,  who  was  trained  at  the  Middlesex  Hospital,  London, 
always  showed  himself  well-disposed  towards  pharmacists. 

The  Royal  Humane  Society's  certificate  has  been 
awarded  to  Police  Constable  O'Connor  for  saving  the  life 
of  Mr.  Walter  Nield,  chemist  and  druggist,  when  he  was 
overcome  by  coal-gas  fumes  on  October  27  (C.  <b  D.,  II., 
1920,  p.  1519). 

Mr.  James  Spilsbury,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  Wake  Green  Road, 
Moseley,  the  death  of  whose  wife  is  announced  on  p.  60 
of  this  issue,  is  the  father  of  Dr.  Bernard  Spilsbury,  the 
well-known  London  pathologist,  and  was  for  some  time,  in 
business  at  Leamington. 

In  the  course  of  an  inquest  held  at  the  Victoria  Courts, 
on  March  4,  on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Key,  mother  of  Mr. 
Harry  Key,  chemist  and  druggist,  the  coroner  mentioned 
that  he  had  received  a  letter  containing  allegations  that 
the  deceased  lady  had  been  systematically  poisoned.  The 
evidence  of  Mr.  Key  and  of  two  nurses  who  had  been  in 
attendance  during  Mrs.  Key's  illness  was  entirely  opposed 
to  any  such  suggestion ;  and  two  medical  men  who  were 
called  as  witnesses  agreed,  without  hesitation,  that  death 
was  due  solely  to  natural  causes. 

Liverpool. 

The  transfer  of  two  pharmacies — one  at  the  north  end 
and  another  in  Wallasey — is  imminent. 

A  down-town  pharmacist  lately  obliged  a  petrol  merchant 
with  the  loan  of  his  only  glass  cubic  centimetre  measure. 
The  result  is  that  a  horn  measure  will  be  lent  in  such  cases 
in  future ! 


The  Waterloo,  Seaforth,  and  Crosby  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation has  adopted  a  resolution  condemning  the  Regula- 
tions under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. 

Mr.  Max  Muspratt,  chairman  of  The  United  Alkali  Co., 
Ltd.,  gave  a  lucid  address  on  the  home  chemical  industry 
at  the  Central  Technical  School  on  March  4. 

Much  sympathy  is  felt  with  Dr.  G.  V.  C.  Last,  formerly 
in  business  in  Liverpool  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  who 
has  just  lost  his  father  by  death.  Mr.  Last,  senior,  was 
well  known  here  as  a  solicitor  years  ago. 

A  note  appeared  in  this  column  of  last  week's  C.  <fc  D. 
(p.  48),  calling  attention  to  a  risk  in  handling  trans- 
atlantic medicine-bottles  with  fragments  of  glass  adher- 
ing to  them.  Ayrton,  Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  since 
intormed  a  C.  tfc  D.  correspondent  that  they  have  sold 
a  large  quantity  of  American  medicine-bottle's  during  the 
past  twelve  months  without  receiving  any  complaints  on 
this  score. 

Mr.  Albert  F.  Porter  had  a  flattering  reception  at 
the  hands  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  the 
attendance  being  one  of  the  largest  and  most  interested 
in  recent  years  (see  p.  67).  His  argument  for  frequent 
purchases  and  rapid  turnover  aroused  some  challenges, 
arid  he  had  to  elaborate  a  little  to  force  home  his  con- 
tention that  a  10Z.  order  once  a  week  meant,  if  retailed 
at  10  per  cent,  profit,  a  520  per  cent,  profit  on  the  small 
capital  in  a  year,  whereas  an  order  each  three  months 
for  130^.,  retailed  at  10  per  cent.,  gave  only  40  per  cent, 
profit  on  the  larger  capital  in  the  year.  The  saving  of 
shelf  and  packing-case  room  by  the  weekly  order  in  cities 
also  involved  great  economy,  as  London  retailers  had 
realised.  His  company,  he  stated  incidentally,  would 
open  in  Liverpool  if  support  was  forthcoming.

— British  nationals  who  have 
registered  claims  against  German  nationals  in  respect  of 
pre-war  debts  will  shortly  receive  a  notification  from  the 
Clearing  Office  that  the  last  day  for  making  the  necessary 
statutory  declaration  in  support  of  their  claims  is 
March  31,  1921.  No  claim  in  respect  of  pre-war  debts 
will  be  admitted  which  is  lodged  after  that  date,  unless 
the  Controller  of  the  Clearing  Office  is  satisfied  that  the 
omission  to  lodge  the  declaration  by  the  date  mentioned 
arose  from  circumstances  for  which  the  creditor  could  not 
justly  be  held  responsible. 

Hostility  to  Early  Closing. — An  effort  made  lately 
at  Barrow  to  obtain  a  general  Shops  Early  Closing  Order 
;by  a  poll  of  all  the  local  tradespeople  has  failed,  there 
being  an  adverse  majority  of  forty-seven. — While  the 
Morecambe  chamber  of  trade  is  hardly  in  sympathy  with 
the  Early  Closing  Association's  aims  in  regard  to  shops 
legislation,  the  local  traders'  association  is  organising  an 
active  campaign  in  opposition  to  them.  The  association 
contends  that  for  seaside  resorts  the  hours  the  trader 
loses  in  winter  should  be  added  to  the  days  of  trading 
in  July  and  August,  and  that  during  the  summer  season 
the  weekly  half-holiday  should  be  left  optional.

County  Court,  on  March  8,  Jessie  Wilson,  a  charwoman, 
recovered  damages  from  Mary  Ellen  Bacon,  48  Hamilton 
Terrace,  N.W.,  for  injuries  caused,   while  working  at 
that  address,  by  Jeyes'  Fluid  accidentally  spilt  by  another 
person  in  the  defendant's  employ.

2.  Open  discussion  as  to  the  course  to  be  adopted  by 
pharmaceutical  chemists  in  relation  to  a  Charter  and  other 
matters. 

3.  Proposal :  "  That  a  Committee  be  formed,  and  granted 
full  and  complete  authority  to  speak  and  act  in  all  matters 
on  behalf  of  the  drug-trade  in  Northern  Ireland  in  any 
negotiations  with  the  Government  or  other  bodies  as  out- 
lined at  this  meeting." 

Chaulmoogra  Oil  for  Tuberculosis. — Refined  chaul- 
moogra  oil,  which  is  stated  by  experts  of  the  United 
States  Public  Health  Service  to  have  arrested  the  progress 
of  leprosy,  is  soon  to  be  used  by  them  in  their  tight 
against  tuberculosis.

The  Ohara  Agricultural  Institute  has  purchased  the 
library  of  the  Leipzig  botanist  and  physiologist,  Pro- 
fessor Dr.  Schafer,  for  800,000  marks,  or  50,000  yen.  The 
books  are  shortly  to  be  transported  to  Japan.  It  is  stated 
that  the  Universities  of  Tokio  and  Kioto,  which  were 
desirous  of  acquiring  this  collection,  were  unable  to  do 
so  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds. 

Drug  Cultivation  in  Czecho-Slovakia. — The  agricul- 
tural board  of  Moravia  has  issued  instructions  to  the 
director  of  the  Government'  experimental  institute  for 
plant  cultivation  in  Briinn  to  undertake  investigations 
regarding  the  cultivation  of  medicinal  plants,  and  also  to 
analyse  the  plants  collected  locally.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  Czecho-Slovak  Government  to  promote  actively  both 
the  cultivation  and  the  collection  of  medicinal  plants  in 
the  country. 

New  Chemical  Company. — A  company  has  been  formed 
in  Marienbad,  under  the  title  of  "  Mariatherma  "  Marien- 
bader  Medikamenten  und  Chemikalien  Industrie  A.G., 
with  a  capital  of  4.000,000  cr.r  which  can  be  increased  to  a 
total  of  10,000,000  cr.,  for  the  exportation  and  importa- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  preparations  and  chemical  products. 
The  new  company  has  already  concluded  important  con- 
tracts with  South  America,  India,  Ceylon,  the  African 
Colonies,  Bulgaria,  and  Jugo-Slavia.  It  has  acquired  as 
its  headquarters  and  sample  depot  the  well-known  "  Inter- 
national Pharmacy  "  of  Dr.  F.  Sperling  in  Marienbad. 


Pharmacy  in  Sweden. — During  the  past  year  thirty] 
four  pharmacists  received  concessions  to  conduct  a  phar- 
macy in  Sweden*  Of  these  seven  had  already  held  a 
concession,  and  their  average  age  was  5b.y  years.  Tne 
average  age  of  the  remaining  successful  candidates  was 
48.6  years,  and  since  obtaining  their  diplomas  as  qualified 
pharmacists  they  had  spent  on  an  average  24.8  j«ai*  as 
assistants.  That  is  to  say,  that  under  the  prevailing 
system  of  personal  concessions,  a  qualified  pharmacist  has 
at  present  to  wait,  on  an  average,  24.8  years  before  being 
granted  a  concession — i.e.,  before  he  becomes  independent 
and  the  owner  for  lifetims  of  a  pharmacy. 

Botany  in  India. — When  the  Indian  Science  Congress 
met  in  January  at  INagpur  the  Botany  Section  decided 
to  organise  a  Botanical  Society  of  India,  and  after  this 
long  interval  the  details  of  trie  proposed  constitution  of 
tlie  society  and  a  programme  of  work  for  its  first  session 
have  been  published.  A  committee  of  prominent  botanist! 
has  been  formed  to  inaugurate  the  society,  the  main  objects 
of  which  are  to  encourage  research  and  instruction 
in  botany  throughout  the  Indian  Empire;  to  improve  the 
scattered  and  scanty  literature  availaDle  in  India,  and  to 
make  it  more  accessible  to  all  botanists ;  to  organise 
various  expeditions;  and  finally  to  establish  one  or  more 
biological  stations  with  suitable  locations.  Dr.  Winfield 
Dudgeon,  of  the  Ewing  Christian  College,  Allahabad,  is 
acting  as  chairman  of  the  Organisation  Committee. 

Drastic  Measures  Against  Profiteering. — The 
Bavarian  Government  intends  to  stamp  out  the  profiteer 
by  Very  drastic  methods.  A  new  decree  provides  that 
any  person  who  indulges  in  profiteering  m  articles  of 
necessity  shall  be  condemned  to  hard  labour  for  a  period 
of  one  to  fifteen  years,  in  addition  to  a  fine  tanging 
from  100,000  to  1,000,000  marks  (nominally  50,foW.). 
Further,  the  profit  is  to  be  confiscated,  as  well  as  his 
entire  property.  The  verdict  is  not  only  to  be  published 
in  the  Press,  but  also  made  widely  known  by  placards 
in  public  places.  In  addition,  he  will  be  deprived  of  all 
his  civil  rights,  and  placed  under  police  control,  while 
he  will  be  forbidden  to  pursue  his  own  occupation,  or  to 
engage  in  any  other  form  of  business.  The  Council  of 
Ministers  has  issued  a-t  the  same  time  an  appeal  to  the 
Bavarian  people  to  assist. 

Patents  in  Jugo-Slavia. — A  decree  of  the  Minister  for 
Public  Health  of  the  kingdom  of  Serbs,  Croats,  and 
Slovenes  requires  that  all  patents  and  trade-marks  hitlic-rto 
legistered  in  any  part  of  the  new  State  must  be  re-regis- 
tered, following  an  application  to  be  made  by  the  owner. 
The  same  applies  to  all  foreign  pharmaceutical  specialities, 
including  those  already  permitted  to  be  sold  in  any  part 
of  the  kingdom  by  permission  granted  by  one  of  the 
former  Governments.  To  obtain  permission  to  import  and 
market  a  speciality  an  application  must  be  made  by  a 
qualified  Jugo-Slav  pharmacist,  who  acts  as  the  respon- 
sible depot-holder  in  the  country;  m  addition,  a  certified 
statement  must  be  presented,  to  the  effect  that  the  manu- 
facture of  the  speciality  is  permitted  by  the  Government 
of  the  country  of  origin.  Labels  and  directions  for  use 
must  be  in  the  Jugo-Slav  language,  but  these  particulars 
may  also  appear   in   another  language. 

Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  in  Turkey. — In  German 
commercial  circles  considerable  interest  is  being  taken  in 
the  great  demand  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals  existing 
in  Turkey,  that  country  being  practically  entirely _ without 
stocks  of  the  principal  medicinal  agei.ts.  The  few  pro- 
ducts which  reach  Turkey  fetch  extremely  high  prices, 
the  following  being  quoted  to  illustrate  the  situation  : 
Antipyrin,  1,200  piastres ;  camphor,  1,000  piastres ;  oil 
of  peppermint  (English),  1,800  piastres;  protargol,  2,000 
piastres;  bismuth  subnitrate,  600  piastres;  pepsin,  600 
piastres;  aspirin,  350  piastres;  chloroform,  250  piastres; 
potassium  bromide,  200  piastres;  glycerin,  70  piastres; 
boric  acid,  60  piastres :  potassium  permanganate,  250 
piastres  per  kilo.  ;  while  cocaine  fetches  1.000  and  mor- 
phine 25  piastres  for  1  gram.  It  is  at  the  same  time 
pointed  out  that  the  market  in  Constantinople  allows  of 
considerable  trade  being  done  with  Georgia  and  the  Cau- 
casus, where  there  is  an  equally  great  shortage  of  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  products   (1  piastre  nom.=  2d.). 
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Legal  Reports. 


Caustic  Soda  Contract. —  In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of 
London  Court,  on  March  4,  before  the  Common  Ser- 
jeant (Mr.  H.  F.  Dickens,  K.C.),  the  case  of  John  Elton 
&  Co.,  Ltd.  v.  Robert  Pemberton  &  Co.  was  heard.  The 
plaintiffs,  of  Finebury  Court,  Finsbury  Pavement,  E.C., 
sued  the  defendants,  of  Creed  Lane,  E.C.,  for  17/.  3s.  3d. 
damages  for  breach  of  contract.  Mr.  B.  Wells,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  that  the  claim  arose  out  of  a  deal  in  caustic 
soda  which  took  place  in  October  1920.  Mr.  Wilfred 
Percival  Bewick,  director  of  the  plaintiff  company,  said 
that  on  October  21  defendants  confirmed  an  order  for 
twenty  tons  of  caustic  soda  at  32?.  10s.  per  ton,  to  be 
packed  in  sound  iron  drums.  The  goods  sold  under  that 
contract  were  never  delivered,  and  plaintiffs  had  to  buy 
against  the  defendants  at  prices  set  out  in  a  debit  note 
which  had  been  sent  to  the  defendants.  The  prices  were 
those  current  at  the  date  of  the  breach.  The  sum  of 
17/.  3s.  3d.  was  the  difference  which  they  were  now  claim- 
ing. There  was  no  appearance  on  behalf  of  the  defen- 
dants, and  judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiffs  for  the 
amount  claimed,  with  costs. 

A  Soap  Claim. —  In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of  London 
Court,  on  March  3,  before  Mr.  Registrar  Wild,  Sapon 
Soap,  Ltd.,  24  and  25  King  William  Street,  E.G.  made  a 
claim  against  Mr.  R.  Evan  Parker,  chemist.  32  Hertford 
Road,  Coventry,  Warwick,  for  II.  2-?.  for  soap  supplied 
in  the  way  of  trade.  The  plaintiffs'  representative  said 
they  did  not  wish  to  proceed  with  the  case,  but  the 
defendant  appeared  and  said  he  had  come  from  Coventry. 
He  had  been  summoned  to  the  Court  on  a  previous  occa- 
sion in  respect  of  the  same  matter,  and  plaintiffs  ihad  been 
ordered  to  deposit  three  guineas  in  Court.  The  plaintiffs' 
representative  said  he  knew  nothing  of  the  matter  about 
which  the  defendant  had  referred  until  that  morning  in 
Court.  The  1?.  2s.  sued  for  could  not  have  been  included 
in  a  previous  account.  In  answer  to  the  Registrar,  plain- 
tiffs' representative  said  the  debt  was  incurred  on  June  25 
and  was  for  half  a  gross  of  soap.  The  Registrar  said  he 
saw  the  summons  was  dated  June  14,  and  therefore  did 
not  see  how  goods  supplied  on  June  25  could  have  been 
included  in  a  prior  claim.  It  was,  however,  he  thought, 
a  strange  thing  that  notwithstanding  the  summons  that 
was  issued  the  plaintiffs  had  supplied  the  defendant  with 
further  goods.  The  plaintiffs'  witness  added  that  the 
goods  were  supplied  by  their'  Birmingham  house  against 
the  instructions  of  the  London  house.  The  defendant  said 
that  the  original  order  he  gave  to  the  plaintiffs  had  been 
wrongly  executed.  The  present  claim  was  for  goods  sub- 
stituted— a  replacement  order.  Plaintiffs  did  not  credit  him 
with  returns  but  charged  him  with  them.  The  Registrar 
was  of  opinion  that  the  plaintiffs  would  have  .to  pay  the 
defendant  his  costs  for  bringing  him  from  Coventry.  The 
defendant  said  when  he  was  absent  from  his  business  he 
had  to  leave  someone  in  charge.  He  had  paid  30s.  for 
railway  fare.  The  Registrar  said  he  would  allow  the 
defendant  his  railway  far©  and  a  further  30s.  in  addition, 
making  3/.  in  all.  The  plaintiffs  would  have  to  pay  that 
forthwith.    Judgment  accordingly. 

A  Civet  Contract. —  In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of 
London  Court,  before  the  Common  Serjeant  (Mr.  H.  F. 
Dickens,  K.C.),  on  March  7,  the  case  of  Mavlankar  v. 
J.  L.  Lyons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  heard  and  disposed  of. 
The  plaint;ff,  Mr.  K.  B.  Mavlankar.  export  merchant, 
dealing  in  perfumes,  essential  oils,  and  chemical  products, 
Minerva  House,  25  Hatton  Garden,  London,  sued  the 
defendants,  also  dealers  in  essential  oils  and  chemical 
products,  Roman  Wall  House,  Jewry  Street.  Crutehed 
Friars,  for  125/.  13s.  11c/.  money  had  and  received  to  the 
use  of  the  plaintiff  by  the  defendants  .for  a  consideration 
which  had  wholly  failed.  In  the  alternative  there  was  a 
claim  for  a  like  amount  as  damages,,  including  in  which 
was  a  sum  of  14/.  6s.  Qd.  for  loss  of  profit,  making  in 
all  140/.  0s.  8rf.  Mr.  Maurice  Barnett  was  counsel  for  the 
plaintiff,  and  Mr.  W.  Werninck  represented  the  de- 
fendants. Mr.  Barnett  said  the  plaintiff  on  September  7 
last  received  a  letter  from  the  defendants  offering  about 
5  kilos,  of  civet,  in  10  horns  of  500  grams,  at  16--'.  per  oz.. 


15s.  9d.  to  clear.  The  following  day  the  plaintiff  wrote 
requesting  to  be  supplied  with  samples  representing  the 
bulk.  On  September  10  plaintiff  wrote  to  his  customer, 
Antoine  Chins,  Ltd.,  of  Drapers  Gardens,  offering  the 
civet  packed  in  original  horns  at  17s.  6d.  per  oz.  Counsel 
said  he  would  pause  to  explain  that,  civet  was  a  product 
obtained  from  toe  perineal  gland  of  the  Abyssinian  cat. 
Civet  is  used  for  fortifying  perfumes  and  giving  them  a. 
more  lasting  power.  When  civet  is  obtained  in  Abyssiu  a 
it  is  packed  by  the  natives  in  horns,  cow  horns,  ox  horns, 
and  buffalo  horns.  The  horns  are  covered  by  a  skin  and 
tied  with  string.  There  is  no  such  thing,  he  (counsel)  was 
informed,  as  pure  civet.  The  material  dealt  with  by  the 
natives  is  adulterated,  but  not  sufficiently  to  prevent  it 
being  a  merchantable  article  when  it  arrived  in  this 
country.  The  fact  that  it  was  exported  in  a  horn  was 
a  guarantee  when  it  arrived  in  this  country  that  it  had 
not  been  tampered  with,  that  any  adulteration  that  had 
taken  place  was  done  in  Abyssinia.  The  plaintiff  sent 
ten  samples,  received  from  the  defendants,  to  his  customer, 
Antoine  Chiris.  Ltd.,  who  tested  them  and  found  eight 
were  merchantable  and  .  rejected  two.  Civet  is  a  sub- 
stance of  a  yellowish  colour,  and  upon  exposure  becomes 
darker.  The  proper  way  for  samples  to  be  taken  is  for 
the  whole  of  the  contents  of  the  vessel  to  be  stirred  and 
the  sample  then  taken.  The  test  is  as  follows  :  A  small 
quantity  of  the  civet  is  placed  on  a  sheet  of  white  paper, 
heat  is  applied  underneath,  and  if  the  civet  is  of 
merchantable  quality  no  grease  would  permeate  through  the 
paper.  The  civet  itself  loses  its  colour  upon  the  heat 
being  applied,  but  when  it  cools  resumes  its  normal  colour. 
The  civet  is  always  darker  at  the  top  of  the  vessel.  On 
September  29  the  plaintiff  accepted,  on  the  telephone,  the 
ten  horns  of  civet  at  15s.  $d.  per  oz.  On  the  same  day 
the  defendants  confirmed  the  sale  and  enclosing  an  in- 
voice for  126/.  0  s.  8rf.,  customary  sales  conditions,  pay- 
ment of  cash  in  fourteen  days.  Upon  receipt  of  the 
delivery  order  plaintiff  gave  his  cheque  for  125/.  13s.  11'/.. 
a  deduction  being  made  for  discount.  What  happened 
then  was  that  the  parcel  of  civet  was  sent  to  Antoine 
Chiris,  Ltd..  and  much  to  the  surprise  ( of  the  latter  it 
was  found  there  were  not  ten  horns,  but  ten  enamel 
containers.  He  (counsel)  had  mentioned  that  ten  were 
sent,  but  in  fact  there  were  only  eight.  The  enamel 
container  being  sent  in  lieu  of 'the  horn,  the  presumption 
was  that  the  material  had  been  repacked  in.  Europe. 
Upon  examination  Messrs.  Chiris  found  that  the  contents 
differed  from  the  samples,  and  on  October  2  telephoned  to 
the  plaintiff  informing  him  of  this  and  stating  they  would 
send  the  goods  back.  Plaintiff  then  got  into  communica- 
tion with  the  defendants,  informing  them  that  the  civet 
had  been  rejected  by,  his  buyers.  He  therefore  declined 
to  take  delivery  and  asked  for  a  return  of  his  money. 
Correspondence  ensued  between  the  plaintiff  and  de- 
fendants, in  the  course  of  which  they  enclosed  him  an  ex- 
tract from  a  letter  they  had  received  from  their  Paris  house 
as  follows  :  "  We  fail  to  see  he  has  any  claim.  He  bought 
the  goods  on  inspection,  and  samples  he  had  taken  were 
taken  from  the  pots."  (Counsel  said  he  wanted  to  show- 
that  the  word  "  pots  "  had  been  substituted  for  the  word 
"  horns.")  "  We  sold  this  civet  on  its  merits,  and  he  knew 
as  well  as  us  it  was  not  a  prime  quality,  which  he  Would 
infer  from  the  price."  The  letter  concluded  with  &  sug- 
gestion that  the  matter  should  be  submitted  for  arbitration 
to  the  London  Produce  Brokers'  Association.  The 
defendants  refused  to  cancel  the  contract.  In  a  letter  of 
October  8  plaintiff  wrote  that  he  bought  the  civet  in 
original  horns  from  the  defendants,  and  not  from  their 
Paris  house,  whom  he  did  not  know.  They  had  sold  him 
ten  horns  on  a  delivery  order  for  ten  horns  and  had 
delivered  ten  pots.  Unless  he  received  his  cheque  he 
would  have  to  put  the  matter  into  the  hands  of  his 
solicitor.  The  defendants  in  reply  said  they  had  taken 
the  view  of  an  expert  who  had  examined  the  parcel  of 
civet,  who  was  of  opinion  that  it  was  of  uniform  quality 
throughout,  and  taking  samples  from  the  top  had  no  bear- 
ing on  the  matter.  Counsel  said  that  was  a  point  that 
was  in  issue.  The  plaintiff,  Mr.  Kashab  B.  Mavlankar. 
was  called  and  bore  out  counsel's  statement.  Cross- 
examined,  witness  said  he  had  been  dealing  with  civet 
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from  Abyssinia  for  about  ten  years.  He  did  not  say  he 
could  judge  civet  as  a  chemist  would.  He  thought  as 
an  article  of  merchandise  he  could  detect  whether  it  was 
grossly  adulterated.  He  could  not  give  the  percentage  of 
variation,  or  the  maximum  or  minimum  adulteration  by 
the  natives,  but  so  far  as  his  experience  went  he  did  not 
think  the  adulteration  took  place  to  the  extent  of  30  per 
cent.  The  price  would  be  some  indication  of  the  quality. 
Before  the  decline  in  July,  civet  had  been  a  rising  market. 
Civet  is  not  a  thing  one  dealt  in  once  a  month.  It  might 
be  bought  once  or  twice  a  year  by  merchants  like  himself. 
In  answer  to  the  judge,  plaintiff  said  when  the  material 
came  packed  in  horns  they,  were  prepared  to  take  the  risk 
of  adulteration,  but  when  it  did  not  come  in  horns  they 
had  not  the  same  safeguard,  and  it  would  not  be  taken 
until  after  careful  examination.  The  horns  were  covered 
by  a  skin.  The  enamelled  containers  delivered  in  that 
case  were  covered  by  sk;n.  When  one  heard  of  so  many 
horns  of  civet  that  conveyed  the  impression  that  the  goods, 
as  to  their  packing  and  contents,  were  in  the  original 
state  that  they  left  Abyssinia,  and  that  was  thoroughly 
well  known  in  the  trade.  He  had  never  seen  such  con- 
tainers before  as  those  the  defendants  delivered.  Such 
packing  would  affect  the  price  of  the  material,  as  it  would 
be  received  with  great  suspicion  in  the  trade.  By  reason 
of  the  return  of  the  goods  he  had  suffered  a  loss  of 
14Z.  16.9.  Qd.  Joseph  William  Bobbin,  chief  clerk  in  the 
employment  of  the  plaintiff,  also'  gave  evidence.  Mr. 
William  Ernest  Raffard.  director  and  general  manager  of 
Antoine  Chiris,  Ltd.,  sa;d  he  dealt  in  civet  and  had  had 
twenty  years'  experience.  Genuine  civet  means  civet 
which  has  been  shipped  from  Abyssinia  and  in  the 
ordinary  way  of  trade  has  not  been  tampered  with.  Cross- 
examined,  he  said  that  when  he  saw  they  were  not  horns 
he  was  very  much  surprised.  It  had  been  sold  as  genuine 
civet  in  hjrns.  He  had  looked  at  the  contents  from 
natural  curiosity.  Mr.  Shirley  Beckley.  partner  in  the 
firm  of  E.  Guillevic  &  Co.,  19  St.  Dunstan's  Hill,  was  also 
called  for  the  plaintiff.  He  said  he  had  never  seen  civet 
packed  otherwise  than  in  horns  during  the  whole  of  his 
experience.  For  the  defendants,  Mr.  Percy  Samuelson, 
importer  of  essential  oils,  27  Mincing  Lane,  was  called,  and 
said  he  had  had  thirty-five  years'  experience.  As  to  the 
receptacle  the  word  "  horn  "  as  applied  to  a  container  for 
civet  described  what  it  was  always  packed  in.  The  word 
"  horn  "  did  not  apply  to  any  particular  standard  of 
quality.  They  received  civet  in  the  horns  of  animals,  and 
it  was  of  varying  quality.  The  fact  that  it  was  packed  in 
horns  was  no  guarantee  of  particular  quality  and  did  not 
indicate  the  absence  of  adulteration.  In  answer  to  the 
judge,  the  witness  said  if  he  received  c'vet  in  other  pack- 
ings, at  the  moment  it  would  not  raise  anv  suspicion 
because  horns  had  been  almost  unobtainable.  The  contents 
and  not  the  container  is  the  test.  Genuine  civet  meant 
the  nearest  one  could  get  to  its  being  pure.  He  should 
not  call  civet  genuine  if  it  was  sent  "over  in  horns  and 
adulterated  30  per  cent,  to  40  per  cent,  simply  because  it 
arrived  in  horns  from  Abyssinia.  Civet  at  15s.  9d.  per  oz. 
would  convey  to  him  that  it  was  not  genuine  at  all  by 
reason  of  its  price.  Cross-examined,  he  remembered 
receiving  a  commniv'cation  from  the  plaintiff  early  in 
November  last  year  in  which  he  was  asked  one  or  two 
questions.  One  was,  "  Is  it  usual  in  the  trade  to  describe 
enamel  tumblers  as  a  horn  of  civet?"  The  witness:  I 
think  he  said.  "Was  it  usual  to  describe  enamel  tumblers 
as  horns?  "  and  his  /witness's)  answer  was,  "  We  should 
not  consider  it  usual  ;n  our  trade,  or  in  any  other,  to 
describe  enamelled  tumblers  as  horns."  And  also,  "We 
have  never  in  our  experience  seen  packing  used  for  civet 
except  the  instance  in  question."  Mr.  Barnett  :  Does  not 
that,  rather  derogate  from  the  answer  you  gave  when  you 
said  since  1915  or  1916  vou  would  not  have  been  surprised 
to  see  packing  other  than  horn  ?  The  witness  said  he 
would  not  have  been  surprised.  They  had  been  requested 
to  send  empty  horns  back  from  use  to  be  gent  to  Abyssinia. 
The  judge  :  Does  it  not  strike  you  the  query  put  is  one 
of  some  importance.  Instead  of  usual  horns  this  stuff  was 
sent  in  enamelled  tumb'ers.  I  should  have  thought  you 
would  have  answered,  "Not  forvthe  last  four  years;  we 
should  expect  it  in  anything."    The  Common  Serjeant  in 


his  decision  said  the  question  was  whether  or  not  there 
was  a  description  'given  in  a  sense  of  its  being  a  term 
of  art  and  well  known  in  the  trade  that  "  packed  in  horns  I 
was  to  be  the  essence  of  the  contract.  If  that  was  a' 
term  of  the  contract  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  reject  the 
goods  and  was  entitled  to  get  his  money  back.  He  could 
not  reconcile  the  evidence  of  the  witness  called  for  the 
defendants  with  the  answers  he  had  given  to  the  plaintiff's 
queries.  He  thought  the  expression  "  so  much  in  horns" 
was  not  only  an  expression  but  a  condition  of  the  contract, 
and  unless  the  commodity  was  sent  in  horns  the  plaintiff 
was  not  bound  to  take  it.  On  that  contract  he  was  of 
opinion  that  the  condition  was  one  that  went  to  the  root 
of  the  contract,  and  therefore  the  plaintiff  was  entitled 
not  only  to  recover  his  money,  but  also  the  amount 
of  profit  lost  in  consequence  of  not  being  able  to  re-sell. 
Judgment  was  entered  for  the  plaintiff  for  140Z.  0*.  8<]., 
with  costs.

Barrow  Chemists'  Dinner. 

The  Barrow  Pharmacists'  Association  held  then- 
annual  dinner  on  March  8,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Mr.  R.  Atkinson  (Da'.ton)  (President).  In  proposing  "  The 
Barrow  Pharmacists'  Association,"  Mr.  J.  Whitehouse. 
M.B.E.,  secretary  of  the  Barrow  (National  Health)  In- 
surance Committee,  said,  in  the  course  of  his  address, 
that  since  the  Act  came  into  operation  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee had  had  no  difficulty  whatever  with  the  chemists. 
The  dispensing  service  had  not  only  been  perfectly  satis- 
factory to  the  Insurance  Committee,  but  also  had  failed 
to  produce  a  single  complaint  from  ari  insured  person. 
In  addition,  one  of  the  chemists'  representatives,  Mr. 
F.  J.  Sansom  (Duke  Street),  was  the  chairman  of  the 
Insurance  Finance  Committee  and  chairman  of  the  Medi- 
cal Benefit  Sub-Committee,  and  his  earnest  work  was 
highly  appreciated.  In  conclusion,  Mr.  Whitehouse  gave 
figures  illustrating  the  scope  of  the  chemists'  operations 
under  the  Act.  In  1913  the  number  of  prescriptions  dis- 
pensed was  62,447,  representing  2,056/.  15s.  8d.  Last 
year  70,944  prescriptions  were  dispensed,  at  a  cost  of 
3,108?.  lis.  lOtf.  The  toast  was  acknowledged  by  Mr. 
Benson  (Dalton  Road).  During  the  evening  a  presenta- 
tion of  a  bicycle  was  made  to  Mr.  F.  J.  Sansom,  J. P.. 
hon.  secretary  and  founder  of  the  Association,  as  a  token 
of  the  members'  appreciation  of  his  kindness  and  assist- 


ance to  them.  Mr.  W.  B.  Swann,  who  made  the  presenta- 
tion, said  Mr.  Sansom  had  suggested  that  their  gift 
should  take  the  form  of  a  bicyCiC  Before  pharmacy 
classes  were  started  at  the  Technical  School  Mr.  Sansom 
had  privately  provided  lessons  for  students,  and  both 
inside  the  profession  and  in  public  life  he  had  established 
a  record  of  service  of  which  his  brother  chemists  were 
justly  proud.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr.  Sansom,  whose  health 
was  pledged  with  musical  honours,  suitably  replied. 
Other  toasts  included  :  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society," 
given  by  Mr.  Goddard  (Ainslie  Street)  and  coupled  with 
the  name  of  Mr.  Brooks;  and  "Our  Guests,"  proposed 
by  Mr.  A.  Bryden  (Michaelson  Road)  and  responded  to 
by  Mr.  George  Carney,  chairman  of  the  Barrow  Insur- 
ance Committee. 

"  Ucalites  "  Annual  Dinner. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Federation  of  Ucalites 
(London  branch)  was  held  at  the  Comiaught  Rooms, 
London,  on  March  3.  It  was  a  greater  gathering  than 
ever,  and  the  evening  more  than  justified  anticipations. 
In  proposing  "  The  London  branch  of  the  Federation  of 
Ucalites,"  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour  associated  the  toast  with 
Mr.  A.  R.  Keith,  who  responded.  Mr.  Ernest  Skues 
proposed  the  toast  of  "The  Visitors,"  and  Sir  Henry 
Foreman,  O.B.E..  M.P.,  J. P.,  who  replied,  said  he  had 
no  doubt  that  those  present  would  be  interested  to  hear 
something  of  the  proposed  Regulations  dealing  with  dan- 
gerous drugs.  It  was  felt  in  the  House  that  something 
must  be  done  to  limit  the  sale  of  such  dangerous  drugs. 
Further,  that  the  form  the  Regulations  were  likely  to  take 
would  not  appreciably  affect  or1  injure  the  profession  of 
pharmacy,  which,  he  might  say,  had  very  many  friends 
in  the  House,  quite  alive  to  its  interests.  The  toast  of 
"The  United  Chemists'  Association "  was  proposed  by 
Dr.  W.  H.  Burnhill.  The  basic  principle  of  Ucal  is,  he 
said,  co-operation,  and  it  is  in  the  adoption  of  this  prin- 
ciple that  imperial  and  industrial  prosperity  will  even- 
tually be  found.  Speaking  as  an  individualist,  he  re- 
sented the  State  interfering  unduly  in  the  life  and  com- 
merce of  the  nation.  Chemists  must  combine  solidly  to 
oppose  vexatious  Regulations  such  as  those  made  under 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  •  He  would  like  to  see  Ucal  not 
only  prosperous,  but  supreme  above  all  her  rivals. 
Mr.  Harold  Miller,  managing  director  of  Ucal,  re- 
sponded. He  said  that  the  directors  of  UcaT  had,  in 
his  opinion,  done  the  wisest  thing  they  had  ever  done  by 
taking  their  workers  into  co-partnership.  There  had  been 
references  that  evening  to  foreign  competition.  For  his 
part,  he  did  not  believe  it  was  feasible.  Even  though 
the  weight  of  very  large  capital  might,  of  course,  be 
applied,  there  were  things  that  counted  for  moie  than 
that,  In  any  event,  his  view  of  success  was  not  merely 
financial — it  comprised  confidence  and  respect.  It 
would,  in  this  case,  interest  those  present  to  know  that 
Ucal  had  received  inquiries  from  pharmacies  in  many  of 
the  British  Dominions,  including  South  Africa,  India, 
Australia,  and  New  Zealand,  of  a  wish  to  link  up  with 
Ucal.  Touching  another  point,  Ucal  had  always  set  its 
face  against  quackery,  and  that  all  specialities  introduced 
had  been  absolutely  free  from  habit-forming  drugs.  The 
progress  that  Ucal  had  made._was  considerable,  but  nothing 
compared  with  the  possibilities,  providing  all  would  pool 
their  brains,  co-operate,  and  work  together,  and  not  rest 
upon  their  oars.  He  hoped  by  the  time  the  next  dinner 
was  held  London  would  be  the  headquarters  of  Ucal, 
which,  it  was  felt,  should  have  its  home  in  the  buying 
and  distributing  centre  of  the  country.  The  toast  of 
"  The  Ladies  "  was  proposed  bv  Mr.  Alfred  Higgs, 
J. P..  and  Miss  Margaret  E.  Buchanan,  Ph.C,  replied.  Mr. 
G.  W.  Evans,  director  of  Ucal,  spoke  appreciatively  of 
the  social  side  of  the  organisation.  Mr.  J.  G.  Jackson, 
chairman  of  Ucal.  responded  to  members'  request  to  say 
a  few  words,  and  touched  upon  the  serious  trade  situa- 
tion and  possible  menace  of  severe  competition  in  the 
near  future  from  foreign  sources.  Out  of  long-continued 
association  with  Uca-l.  he  felt  that  he  could  assure  members 
that  they  had  nothing;  to  fear  if  they  wou'd  but  give  the 
board  their  loya-1  support.  An  enjoyable  musical  pro- 
gramme was  arranged  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  William 
Fisher. 
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Report  on  the  February  Analytical  Exercise. 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  February  8  con- 
tained three  parts  by  weight  of  barium  nitrate,  one  part 
of  calcium  phosphate,  and  one  part  of  sodium  hydrogen 
carbonate.    The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurities,  iron,  mag- 
nesium, and  the  sulphuric-acid  radical  in  small  proportion 
and  a  faint  tra<e  of  chloride,  all  of  these  being  present 
in  the  calcium  phosphate.  Crum's  test  gave  a  slight  in- 
dication of  manganese:  Samples  of  the  powder  were  dis- 
tributed to  eighty-four  students,  and  forty-seven  reports 
were  submitted  for  examination.  The  failures  in  the  de- 
tection of  the  main  constituents  were  :  (a)  Metallic 
radicals:  Barium,  7;  calcium,  24;  sodium,  2.  (6)  Acid 
radicals  :  Nitric,  3;  phosphoric,  7 ;  carbonic,  3.  The  iron 
•was  overlooked  in  twenty-five  cases  and  the  sulphuric-acid 
radical  in  seventeen,  while  the  magnesium  was  only  re- 
ported by  very  few.  In  twenty-two  reports  no  mention 
was  made  of  the  evolution,  in  small  quantity,  of  water — 
partly  hygroscopic  moisture  and  partly  water  due  to  the 
decomposition  of  the  bicarbonate — when  the  powder  was 
heated  in  a  dry  test-tube. 

The  powder,  was  not  entirely  dissolved  by  dilute  acids, 
in  consequence  of  the  small  quantity  of  sulphuric-acid 
radical  giving  rise  to  a  corresponding  quantity  of  barium 
sulphate.  This  fact  -was  not  observed  in  all  cases,  how- 
ever, and  a  few  students  proceeded  to  the  systematic 
examination  for  the  metals  in  solutions  which  must  have 
been  to  some  extent  turbid.  Of  those  who  observed  the 
residue  insoluble  in  acids,  a  number  were  able  to  deal  with 
it  effectively,  in  spite  of  its  small  quantity,  by  fusing  with 
sodium  carbonate  and  afterwards  appropriately  treating 
the  fused  mass.  Fusion  of  the  original  powder,  as  a 
whole,  with  solium  carbonate  was  resorted  to  in  a  few 
instances,  but  this  method  is  not  to  be  recommended,  as  it 
may  lead  to  needless  complications.  Separation  of  the 
portion  of  a  substance  which  is  insoluble  in  acids,  and 
treatment  of  this  by  itself  is  usually  a  simpler  procedure. 

As  an  exercise  requiring  special  treatment  as  a  phos- 
phate mixture  the  powder  was  a  simple  example.  The 
metals  present  which  were  capable  of  forming  insoluble 
phosphates  (barium,  calcium,  and  the  traces  of  iron  and 
magnesium)  were  considerably  in  excess  of  the  available 
phosphoric-acid  radical,  and  hence,  when  ammonium 
chloride  and  excess  of  ammonium  hydroxide  were  added 
as  group  reagente,  these  metals  were  only  incompletely 
precipitated  as  phosphates.  The  barium  and  calcium  re- 
mained partly  in  solution  and  so  passed  into  the  filtrate. 
The  reports  by  students  varied  considerably  regarding 
the  distribution  of  these  radicals  in  the  precipitate  and  in 
the  filtrate  respectively,  som<-  indicating  that  both  metals 
were  present  in  both  places  and  others  that  calcium  was 
absent  in  one  or  other. 

In  our  own  analysis  Ave  found  that  the  precipitate  and 
the  filtrate  alike  contained  both  metals  in  well-marked 
quantity.  It  is  important  to  note  here  that  a  number  of 
students  omitted  to  examine  (or,  at  any  rate,  to  report 
upon)  the  filtrate  from  the  original  Group  III.  precipitate 
— which  precipitate  was,  in  the  present  instance,  com- 
posed almost  exclusively  of  mixed  barium  and  calcium 


phosphates.  This  was  a  serious  omission,  since,  besides 
the  barium,  calcium,  and  sodium  which  it  did  contain, 
the  filtrate  might  have  contained  a  metal  or  metals  of  the 
zinc-  group  and  also  strontium,  magnesium,  potassium,  or 
lithium.  Had  any  of  these  been  main  constituents  of  the 
powder,  it  is  quite  probable  that  their  presence  would 
have  remained  unrecognised.  On  the  other  hand,  metals 
of  the  alkali  group  were  tested  for,  in  more  than  one  in- 
.-tance,  in  the  routine  examination  of  the  phosphate  pre- 
cipitate, where,  if  the  latter  had  been  properly  washed, 
they  should  not  be  present.  Further,  sodium  was  occa- 
sionally reported  as  present  at  the  end  of  this  routine 
examination,  in  cases  where  sodium  acetate  had  been  intro- 
duced in  quantity,  on  the  way,  as  a  step  in  the  phosphate 
separation.  In  a  few  cases  the  analysis  was  carried  out 
as  if  the  phosphoric-acid  radical  was  absent,  no  phosphate 
separation  being  adopted.  In  these  cases  the  Group  Til. 
precipitate  was  usually  (although  not  invariably)  reported 
as  consisting  of,  or  as  containing,  aluminium.  It  did  not,  * 
however,  give  the  reactions  of  aluminium. 

The  number  of  failures  to  detect  calcium  was  very  large. 
In  most  cases  these  failures  were  probably  due,  first,  to  1 
thp  solutions  under  examination  having  become  highly  ] 
dilute  at  the  stage  at  which  the  final  test  for  calcium,  by  i 
means  of  ammonium  oxalate,  was  applied  ;  and.  secondly,  " 
to  insufficient  time  having  been  permitted  for  the  precipi-  J 
tatfon  of  calcium  oxalate,  in  the  cold,  in  such  dilute  .* 
solutions— the  portion  tested  perhaps  having  been  thrown  I 
away  if  a  precipitate  did  not  appear  at  once.  .The  pre-  j 
cipitation  of  calcium  oxalate  is  greatly  hastened  by  heat-  1 
ing.  and  hence  the  filtrate  which  is  being  tested  for  I 
calcium  should  be  boiled  after  the  addition  of  ammonium  i 
oxalate  and.  if  necessary,  set  aside  for  some  time,  before  1 
it  is  concluded  that  calcium  is  absent. 

Several  failures  to  detect  the  phosphoric-acid  radical  * 
occurred    where   ammonium    molybdate    was  employed.  S 
This  test  should  be  applied  to  solutions  in  nitric  acid  and 
in  the  absence,  so  far  as  possible,  of  hydrochloric  acid 
or  chlorides.    When  a  precipitate,  indicating  a  phosphate,  3 
is  not  obtained  on  heating  with  ammonium  molybdate,  \4 
it  is  advisable  to  add  a  trace  of  a  phosphate  in  order  to 
make  certain  that  the  conditions  in  the  solution  are  appro-* 
priate  for  the  formation  of  the  phospho-molybdate  precipi-.* 
tate.    If  a  precipitate  does  not  appear  on  testing  in  this 
way.  the  cause  should  be  ascertained,  and  this  will  usually 
prove  to  be  an  inappropriately  prepared  reagent.  Direc-£j 
tions   for    preparing  a    suitable   solution  of  ammonium'1 
molybdate,  to  be  used  as  a  sensitive  test  for  phosphates,  .  I 
can  be  found  in  most  of  the  larger  text-books  on  qualita- 
tive analysis.  ]

SbCBOSB. — The  method  you  employed  in  examining  the 
phosphate  precipitate  was  not  a  satisfactory  one  and  it 
did  not  lead  you  to  correct  results.  Why  depart  from  the 
usual  modern  methods  of  the  best  text-books  ? 

Aerial. — You  are  under  a  misapprehension  regarding 
the  effects  of  fusing  a  phosphate  with  sodium  carbonate 
and  potassium  nitrate  (why  the  latter?);  the  phosphoric- 
acid  radical  is  not  "expelled"'  by  this  treatment. 

Niobe. — An  item  in  your  report  illustrates  once  more  the 
futility  of  unthinkingly  employing  magnesium  sulphate 
as  a  reagent  to  distinguish  between  carbonate  and  bicar- 
bonate, since  the  precipitate  which  you  supposed  to  in- 
dicate the  presence  of  a  carbonate  simply  consisted  of 
barium  sulphate.    Read  also  the  reply  to  "Jason." 

Washout. — You  mention  sodium  hydroxide — perhaps 
inadvertently — as  having  been  used  along  with  ammonium 
chloride  as  a  precipitant  in  Group  III.  The  correct 
reagent  is,  of  course,  ammonium  hydroxide. 

Soo-See  and  Cogrt- — The  blue  coloration  observed  on 
heating  the  Group  III.  precipitate  with  -cobalt  nitrate  was 
due  to  the  phosphate.  A  solution  of  ammonium  molybdate 
which  failed  to  yield  any  precipitate  when  heated  with  a 
small  quantity  of  the  nitric-acid  solution  of  the  powder, 
requires  attention. 

Novec  and  Winter  Sttdext. — The  precipitate  which 
you  supposed  to  indicate  a  benzoate  probably  consisted 
of  ferric  phosphate. 

Roorkee. — If  your  report  indicates  accurately  what 
you  did.  you  neglected  the  filtrate  from  the  Group  III. 
precipitate  which  still  contained  barium,  calcium,  and 
sodium,  and  which  would  have  contained  metals  of  the 
zinc  group  had  any  been  present,  while,  later,  you  tested 
for  metals  of  the  zinc  group  in  the  Group  III.  precipitate, 
where,  with  the  possible  exception  of  manganese,  they 
should  not  be. 

No  n^me  (Rishion). — Marks  will  be  awarded  if  name 
is  sent  in.

physician  to  her  family.  A  most  delightful  piece  bore 
the  kindly  title  "  Honey.'  "  It  is  hardly  necessary  to 
explain  that  the  window  referred  to  is  in  the  frontage 
of  John  Bell  &  Crovden.  Ltd.  (see  Mr.  John  D.  Marshall's 
letter  in  the  C.  <f  D..  February  12,  p.  79). 
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Dangerous  Drugs  Act 
Regulations. 

Questions  in  Parliament. 

Lieut. -Colonel  A.  Murray,  on  March  2,  asked  the  Home 
Secretary  whether  he  has  agreed  to  receive  a  deputation 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  regarding  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  Draft  Regulations ;  whether  he  is  aware  that  it 
is  customary  and  essential  for  the  proper  care  of  stock 
that  farmers  should  have  in  their  possession  mixtures  and 
other  drugs  for  immediate  use  in  the  case  of  sudden  illness 
of  their  stock  ;  whether  he  will  bear  in  mind  that  in  many 
cases  the  want  of  these  and  other  specifics  whose  use  and 
purpose  are  well  known  to  the  stockowner  would  lead 
to  very  serious  losses ;  and  whether  he  has  given  the 
fullest  consideration  to  the  views  of  Scottish  agriculturists 
on  the  subject  of  the  Draft  Regulations. 

Mr.  Shortt  replied  that  the  answer  to  all  these  questions 
is  in  the  affirmative. 

Sir  J.  D.  Bees,  on  March  3,  asked  the  Home  Secretary- 
why  he  will  not  receive  a  deputation  from  those  primarily 
interested  regarding  the  Draft  Regulations  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act ;  and  whether  he  is  aware  of  the 
general  consternation  and  alarm  felt  at  the  prospect  of 
the  regulation  of  the  sale  of  drugs  in  the  United  Kingdom 
being  dictated  by  gentlemen  at  Geneva  having  no  know- 
ledge of  or  special  interest  in  the  requirements  of  those 
needing  and  selling  drugs  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

Mr.  Shortt  replied  :  The  hon.  baronet  is  mistaken.  I 
am  perfectly  willing  to  meet  representatives  of  the  different 
bodies  interested  and  discuss  the  points  which  they  raise 
on  the  Draft  Regulations  with  them.  The  Regulations 
have  nothing  to  do  with  any  gentlemen  at  Geneva ;  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  under  which  they  are  framed,  was 
passed  in  order  to  carry  out  our  obligations  under  the 
Treaty  of  Versailles  and  the  International  Opium  Con- 
vention of  1912. 

Mr.  Kiley,  on  March  8,  asked  the  Home  Secretary  in 
what  way  he  proposes  to  provide,  under  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  Regulations,  for  farmers  to  procure  drugs 
coming  under  the  Regulations  for  the  use  of  their  cattle ; 
whether  he  proposes  that  such  cattle  medicines  shall  be 
denaturised  ;  and,  if  so,  whether  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  lias  been  consulted. 

Mr.  Shortt  replied  that  the  whole  question,  including 
a  suggestion  as  to  the  possibility  of  denaturing  the  drugs 
supplied  for  use  by  farmers,  is  under  consideration,  but 
he  was  not  in  a  position  to  make  any  statement  at  present. 

Major  Barnett  asked  the  Home  Secretary  whether  the 
Draft  Regulations  proposed  to  be  issued  under  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act,  1920,  require  all  persons  dealing  in 
morphine,  cocaine,  ecgonine,  and  heroin  to  keep  four 
separate  and  distinct  poison-books,  to  enter  in  such  books 
from  day  to  day  particulars  of  drugs  purchased  and  of 
drugs  supplied,  and  to  make  returns  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  from  time  to  time,  and  as  and  when  required,  of 
drugs  so  purchased  and  stocks  held  ;  and,  if  so,  whether 
he  will  consider  the  desirability  of  exempting  duly  quali- 
fied medical  practitioners  who  dispense  their  own  prescrip- 
tions from  Regulations  which  must  necessarily  prove  irk- 
some and  oppressive  and  involve  an  intolerable  tax  upon 
their  time. 

Mr.  Shortt  replied  :  I  have  received  representations 
from  the  British  Medical  Association  as  to.the  records 
which  would  be  required  to  be  kept  by  medical  practi- 
tioners who  dispense  their  own  prescriptions,  and  I  have 
communicated  to  them  certain  modifications  which  I 
should  be  prepared  to  make  in  the  Draft  Regulations,  The 
matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

Major  Barnett  also  asked  the  Home  Secretary  whether 
the  Draft  Regulations  proposed  to  be  issued  under  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  provide  that  any  package  or  bottle 
containing  certain  specified  drugs  shall  have  plainly 
marked  upon  it  the  name  of  the  drug  and  the  amount 
which  it  contains ;  whether  the  effect  of  this  provision 
will  be  to  give  patients  information  which,  in  many  cases, 
it  is  desirable  that  they  should  not  possess:  and.  if  so. 


whether  he  is  prepared  to  exempt  from  its  operation  the 
prescriptions  of  duly  qualified  medical  practitioners. 

Mr.  Shortt  :  I  have  received  representations  from  the 
British  Medical  Association  on  the  point,  and  have  in- 
formed them  that  I  am  willing  to  agree  to  the  exception 
suggested . 

Meeting  of  Members  of  Parliament. 

There  were  present  over  200  M.P.'s  at  a  meeting  held 
on  March  9  at  the  House  of  Commons  to  consider  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Draft  Regulations.  The  meeting 
was  marked  by  great  unanimity  of  feeling,  and  its  pro- 
moters were  extremely  pleased  at  the  interest  taken  in  the 
matter  by  members  of  Parliament  of  all  shades  of  political 
thought.  In  addition  to  members,  representatives  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
the  British  Medical  Association,  dentists,  and  other 
interested  parties  attended.  Sir  Henry  Craik  was  voted 
to  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  said  he  supposed  he  had  been  asked  to 
take  the  chair  because  he  represented  a  constituency  com- 
posed almost  entirely  of  those  belonging  to  the  medioal 
profession.  They  were  met  for  inquiry  rather  than  to 
protest.  The  Regulations  had  not  yet  been  submitted 
to  the  House,  but  their  business  was  to  hear  all  the  experts 
had  to  tell  them  and  be  primed  fur  criticising  the  Regula- 
tions when  they  came  before  them.  Mr.  Woolcock  had 
that  afternoon  received  a  reply  to  a  question  he  had  put 
to  the  Home  Secretary.  Mr.  Woolcock  had  asked  whether 
the  Home  Secretary  would  appoint  a  small  Committee, 
including  one  or  two  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
and  a  representative  of  the  Home  Office,  to  advise  him  on 
the  matter.    Mr.  Shortt  had  made  the  following  reply  : 

"  I  have  decided  to  appoint  a  small  Committee  on  the 
lines  suggested  by  the  hon.  member  to  consider  and  report 
to  me,  in  cases  in  which  we  have  not  been  able  to  come 
to  an  agreement  with  interested  parties,  what  further 
modifications,  if  any,  can  safely  and  properly  be  made  in 
the  Draft  Regulations,  having  regard  to  the  main  prin- 
ciples on  which  the  Regulations  are  based  and  which  are 
essential  in  the  public  interest  for  safeguarding  the  use 
of  drugs." 

Sir  W.  Glyn-Jones  expressed  .his  great  pleasure  at 
seeing  «*  many  members  of  the  House  of  Commons 
present.  The  matter  was  of  .considerable  importance  and 
involved  a  large  question.  What  was  to  be  the  proper 
procedure  for  departments  to  take  when  the  House  of 
Commons  delegated  to  departments  the  work  of  legisla- 
tion ?  It  was  not  only  a  question  of  these  Regulations. 
This  kind  of  thing  was  constantly  arising,  and  if  as  the 
result  of  this  difficulty  some  procedure  could  be  adopted 
whereby  Government  departments  would  take  care  to  make 
the  investigations  necessary  to  put  them  in  a  position  to 
legislate  for  the  House  of  Commons  some  good  would 
result.  Sir  W.  Glyn-Jones  then  made  the  following  state- 
ment of  the  position  :  In  January  1912  this  country  signed 
the  Opium  Convention,  which  pledged  the  signatories  to 
enact  pharmacy  laws  or  regulations  to  confine  to  medical 
and  legitimate  purposes  the  manufacture,  sale,  and  use  of 
morphine,  cocaine,  and  their  salts.  The  following  signifi- 
cant words  are  added  :  Unless  laws  or  regulations  on  the 
subject  are  already  in  existence.  Amongst  the  measures 
they  were  committed  to  take  were 

To  require  that  such  persons  shall  enter  in  their  books 
the  quantities  manufactured,  imports,  sales,  and  all  other 
distribution,  and  exports  of  morphine,  cocaine,  and  theii 
respective  salts. 

Again,  the  following  significant  words  are  added  s 
This  rule  shall  not  necessarily  apply  to  medical  j>rei 
scriptions  and  to  sales  by  didy  authorised  chemists. 

The  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  was  passed  last  year,  giving 
the  Home  Office  power  to  make  regulations  giving  effect  tc 
the  Convention.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  thf 
statutory  body  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  th« 
Pharmacy  Acts  in  Great  Britain  and  with  the  making  oi 
regulations  "as  to  the  keeping,  dispensing,  and  selling  <X 
poisons,"  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Privy  Council 
and  is  also  empowered  by  the  Act  to  amend  the  Scheduk 
of  Poisons  by  adding  thereto  or  removing  therefrom  an; 
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article  or  by  transferring  an  article  from  one  part  to  the 
other  part  of  the  Schedule.  The  Council 'took  the  neces- 
sary statutory  steps  to  transfer  from  Part  II.  of  the 
Schedule  to  Part  I.  of  the  Schedule  to  the  Act  all  the 
substances  included  in  the  provisions  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  and  the  consent  of  the  Privy  Council  to  this 
alteration  in  the  law  was  notified  in  the  "Gazette"  on 
December  3,  1920.  The  law  at  present  therefore  attaches 
the  following  conditions  to  the  sale  of  all  the  substances 
which  are  the  subject  of  these  Regulations  : 

(1)  It  is  unlawful  to  sell  any  poison  to  any  person  un- 
iknown  to  the  seller  unless  introduced  by  some,  person  known 
to  the  seller. 

(2)  The  seller  must  before  delivery  make  an  entry  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  form  set  out  in 
the  Schedule  to  the  Act : 

(a)  The  date  of  the  sale. 

(6)  The  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser. 

(c)  The  name  and  quantity  of  the  article  sold  and.  the 
purposes  for  which  it  is  stated  by  the  purchaser  to  be, 
required. 

(3)  To  that  entry  the  signature  of  the  purchaser,  and 
the  person,  if  any,  who  introduced  him,  must  be  affixed. 

The  Home  Office,  in  accordance  with  the  pledge  given 
when  the  Dangerous  Drugs  BiU  was  before  the  House, 
submitted  on  November  2,  for  the  confidential  informa- 
tion of  the  Society  and  for  the  observations  of  its  Council, 
a  preliminary  draft  of  the  Regulations.  On  December  6 
the  Society  wrote  raising  fundamental  objections  to  the 
Regulations  as  dratted.  The  letter  concluded  with  the 
following  paragraph  : 

The  Council  has  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  placing'  before  you  their  suggestions  in  regard  to 
the  Regulations,  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  are 
satisfied  the  Regulations  cannot  be  made  effective  unless  the 
fundamental  defect  I  have  referred  to  is  remedied,  they 
would  like  to  know  at  this  stage  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  upon  the  points  we  have  raised  in  this  letter. 
After  a  month's  interval  the  next  communication  from 
the  Home  Office,  dated  January  7,  was  received  by  the 
Society  on  January  10.  The  letter  disputed  the  contention 
contained  in  the  Society's  letter  relating  to  the  pre- 
liminary objection  taken  to  the  Regulations.  The  letter 
stated  that  the  Regulations  were  now  formally  issued  in 
draft,  and  that  any  representations  on  details  would  be 
considered  before  the  Regulations  were  finally  made. 

The  official  notice  had  been.,  in  fact,  gazetted  on  Janu- 
ary 7,  and  the  Draft  Regulations  published.  The  right 
to  a  consideration  of  detailed  criticism  is  one  possessed 
■under  the  Rules  Publication  Act  by  all  bodies  interested. 
The  complaint  of  the  Society  is  that  the  Draft  Regula- 
tions were  published  without  warning,  and  before  receiv- 
ing the  suggestions  of  the  Society  referred  to  in  the  letter 
of  December  6.  The  Draft  Regulations  were  ill-con- 
ceived and  badly  drafted.  Their  publication  caused  grave 
concern  to  the.  medical,  dental,  and  allied  professions, 
and  to  the  agricultural  interests..  They  bear  on  their  face 
convincing  evidence  that  the  Home  Office  were  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  conditions  surrounding  the  supply 
of  the  substances  dealt  with,  or  that,  the  Regulations  were 
prepared  with  a  deliberate  disregard  of  those  conditions. 
Despite  the  foregoing  facts-,  Sir  Edward  Troup  wrote  to 
I  The  Times  "  on  February  10  a  letter  in  which  he  stated;  : 

The  Regulations  have  not,  as  has  been  suggested,  been 
issued  without  previous  consultation  with  the  interests  most 
directly  concerned.  A  preliminary  draft  was  submitted  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
the  General  Medical  Council,  the  Royal  College  of  Physi- 
cians, and  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons. 

In  the  light  of  the  foregoing  facts,  to  describe  that 
statement  as  disingenuous  would  not  be  an  extreme  criti- 
cism. On  February  3  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  sub- 
mitted criticisms  in  detail  of  the  Regulations,  and  asked 
that  a  joint  deputation  representing  medical  practitioners, 
pharmacists,  dentists,  veterinary  surgeons,  agriculturists, 
and  other  users  of  the  drugs  should  be  received  by  the 
Home  Secretary  with  a  view  to  urging  the  appointment 
of  a  joint  committee  to  advise  on  the  re-drafting  of  the 
Regulations.  The  Home  Office  reply  was  to  decline  the 
joint  deputation,  but  to  offer  to  receive  a  deputation  from 
the  pharmacists.  In  the  meantime  officials  of  the  Home 
Office  were  seeing  various  people  separately  and  privately. 


On  February  22  a  joint  request,  signed  by  all  the  bodies 
represented  here  to-day  and  others,  was  sent  asking  for  a 
reconsideration  of  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
not  to  receive  the  joint  deputation,  and  not  to  appoint  a 
small  expert  committee.  On  February  25  the  Home 
Office  replied  that  the  Home  Secretary  still  adhered  to  his 
intention  not  to  receive  either  the  joint  deputation  or  to 
set  up  the  expert  committee.  Those  we  represent  to-day 
cannot  accept  as  a  reasonable  explanation  of  the  alarmingly 
unsuitable  character  of  the  Draft  Regulations  that  they 
were  only  put  up  to  be  shot  at.  Were  it  not  for  the 
intervention  of  the  Societies  referred  to  the  Regulations 
as  drafted  would  have  been  made  operative  in  due  course. 
We  realise  that  members  of  the  House  of  Commons  share 
with  their  constituents  a  growing  dislike  of  legislation 
by  Regulation  and  Orders.  Nothing  but  the  most  power- 
ful reasons  can  justify  the  House  of  Commons  deputing 
to  a  Government  Department  the  duty  of  legislating. 
We  recognise  that  it  would  have,  been  inconvenient,  if  not 
impossible,  for  the  House  of  Commons  to  have  embodied 
such  detailed  provisions  in  the  Act  of  Parliament  itself. 
If  Parliament  had  attempted  it  they  would  probably  have 
adopted  the  procedure  of  a  Select  Committee  to  take 
evidence,  and  upon  the  report  of  such  a  Select  Committee 
provisions  in  the  Bill  would  have  been  drafted.  It  was 
surely  because  the  House  of  Commons  realised  that  some 
such  investigation  was  necessary,  which  it  would  be  more 
convenient  to  be>  earned  on  by  the  Home  Office  than  by 
the  House  itself,  that  they  deputed  the  duty  to  the 
Home  Office  of  making  the  Regulations,  and  we  ask  with 
great  confidence  that  the  House  of  Commons  will  insist 
that  before  making  the  Regulations  the  Home  Office  shall 
take  the  steps,  the  necessity  for  which  was  the  only 
justification  for  Parliament  in  this  case  deputing  their 
legislative  powers  to  the  Home  Office. 

We  approach  you  to-day  on  behalf  of  constituents  highly 
trained  and  qualified,  whose  function  it  is  to  prescribe 
and  dispense  these  substances.  We  represent  those  who 
regard  as  a  trust  from  the  State  the  duty  of  protecting 
the  public,  from  the  misuse  of  drugs,  and  they  feel 
aggrieved  that  the  Home  Office  did  not  welcome  their 
suggestion.  This  was  based  on  intimate  knowledge  of 
the  difficulties,  and  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Home  Office 
should  have  the  assistance  of  an  expert  committee  to 
whose  judgment  detailed  suggestions  could  be  submitted. 
Whether  intentionally  or  otherwise,  the  attitude  of  the 
Home  Office,  in  the  opinion  of  those  we  represent,  sug- 
gests an  attitude  of  suspicion.  Such  an  attitude  might 
have  been  justified  if  there  had  been  any  ground  to  sup- 
pose that  we  are  not  as  anxious  as  the  Home  Office  to 
do  everything  in  our  power  to  assist  the  Government  in 
carrying  out  any  obligations  they  may  have  under  the 
Opium  Convention,  and  of  taking  all  possible  measures  to 
prevent  the  formation  of  the  cocaine  and  opium  habit,  or 
any  other  misuse  of  the  drugs  in  question.  The  methods 
hitherto  adopted  are  those  which  were  tried  in  vain  by 
our  late  enemies — namely,  an  attempt  to  isolate  the  Allies 
each  in  turn.  The  mistake  of  treating  us  as  enemies  and 
not  as  friends  of  measures  calculated  to  prevent  drugging 
we  regard  as  far  from  complimentary.  We  submit  that 
our  request  all  along  has  been  a  simple,  straightforward, 
and  businesslike  one,  and  it  is  with  great  regret  that  the 
persistent  refusal  of  the  Home  Office  to  grant  it  has 
rendered  it  necessary  that  we  should  trouble  Parliament 
at  this  stage.  The  necessity  having  arisen,  we  have  eveiy 
confidence  in  leaving  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  House 
of  Commons. 

By  way  of  further  explanation  Sir  W.  Glyn-Jones 
gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the  real  bulwark  against  the 
misuse  of  drugs  was  the  existence  of  people  properly 
trained  with  a  sense  of  responsibility.  They  could  never, 
by  means  of  regulations,  prevent  the  confirmed  morphia- 
taker  doing  what  lie  did.  To  attempt  to  do  so,  as  sug- 
gested by  the  Home  Office  under  these  Regulations,  was 
absurd.  By  the  Regulations,  if  a  person  wanted  half  a 
grain  of  morphia,  he  had  to  get  a  doctor"s  prescription; 
but  if  they  got  a  pharmacist  who  was  rather  sympathetic 
with  the  morphia-taker,  and  he  said.  "  My  dear  fellow, 
what  you  want  is  not  half  a  grain ;  I  can  give  you  four 
and  a-half  grains  in  water,  and  need  not  ask  anyone,  as 
it  is  outside  the  Regulations."    It  was  obvious  that  these 
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Regulations  had  not  been  prepared  by,  the  people  who 
knew. 

Dr.  Alfred  Cox,  medical  secretary  of  the  British 
.Medical  Association,  confessed  that  that  meeting  was  an 
encouraging  sight  for  people  who  still  believed  in  the 
House  of  Commons  in  the  protection  of  the  average 
citizen.  He  represented  one  of  the  bodies  received  by 
the  Home  Office.  He  received  the  greatest  courtesy  and 
consideration.  While  they  did  get  modifications  which 
went  far  to  meet  them,  they  were  not  satisfied,  because 
they  did  not  think  this  was  the  proper  way  of  dealing 
with  these  subjects.  They  came  to  members  of  the  House 
of  Commons  to  get  two  things  :  (1)  To  see  that  this  kind 
of  tiling  never  happened  again;  that  the  next  time  a 
Government  Department  was  framing  regulations  as  the 
deputy  of  the  House  of  Commons,  it  would  take  care  to 
consult  the  people  who  knew  what  the  business  was. 
(2)  That  the  Committee  must  hear  what  was  to  be  said 
in  the  presence  of  each  other,  so  that  the  doctors  might 
find  "lit  what  the  chemists  thought  were  the  objections 
to  the  Regulations,  and  what  the  wholesale  men  thought 
about  them. 

Colonel  Mildmay  thought  they  might  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  Home  Office  had  capitulated  to  the 
pressure  Of  public  opinion. 

Sic  T.  Courtney  Warner  asked  how  the  agriculturists 
and  veterinary  surgeons  stood.  An  enormous  amount  of 
poison  was  sold  by  veterinary  surgeons  which  was  abso- 
lutely necessary  in  keeping  stock,  sheep,  horses,  etc. 

Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  replied  that  the  Farmers' 
Union  had  seen  the  Board  of  Agriculture,  and  had  been 
told  to  leave  it  to  the  Board.  He  did  not  know  whether 
the  farmers  had  yet  been  clearly  satisfied. 

After  some  further  discussion  the  following  -resolution 
was  passed  on  the  motion  of  Colonel  Raw,  seconded  by 
Sir  John  Butcher  : 

That  this  meeting  agrees  to  take  all  possible  steps  to 
secure  the  fullest  consultation  and  consideration  before  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regulations  are  made,  and  appoints 
;i  small  Committee  to  watch  the  matter  and  report.  In 
the  opinion  of  this  meeting  any  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Home  Secretary  should  have  wide  terms  of  reference, 
and  be  empowered  to  hear  any  evidence  submitted  to 
them  on  any  matter 'affected  by  the  Regulations,  and  should 
lie  sufficiently  large  to  be  fully  representative. 

Sir  Nathan  Raw.  Sir  Edw.  Craik,  Mr.  Ormsby  Gore, 
Sir  John  Butcher,  Mr.  Woolcock,  Sir  Richard  Winfrey, 
Dr.  Murray,  Mr.  Malley,  Mr.  Hinds,  Mr.  J.  P.  Kiley, 
and  Mr.  Waterson  were  appointed  the  Committee  to: 
watch  the  matter  and  report. 

Demand  for  Expert  Committee. 

A  meeting  of  the  signatories  of  the  letter  (C.  <(-  D., 
February  26,  p.  91)  asking  for  the  appointment  of  an 
advisory  committee  of  experts  to  advise  in  the  drafting 
of  Regulations  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  was  held 
on  March  3  at  the  offices  of  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion. London.  A  resolution  suggesting  vigorous  Parlia- 
mentary action,  which  was  passed  unanimously,  was 
embodied  in  a  letter  to  the  Home  Secretary,  which  states  : 

What  avc  do  press  for  most  earnestly  is  that  in  making 
the  Regulations  which  will  govern  the  dealings  of  large 
numbers  of  people  with  very  important  drugs,  you  will  be 
guided  by  people  who  know  what  the  difficulties  are,  have 
considered  the  points  of  view  of  the  various  sections  con- 
cerned in  dealing  in  these  drugs,  and  more  especially  have 
tried  to  combine  these  views  in  such  a  way  as  to  convince 
yon  (hat  no  section  has  been  overlooked,  and  that  the 
public  interest  will  be  conserved. 

After  urging  the  appointment  of  a  committee  composed 
of  persons  who  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  technical 
jjoints,  including  the  legal  points,  to  enable  them  to  appre- 
ciate the  representations  of  persons  representing  the 
various  interests  involved,  the  letter  adds  : 

We  believe,  sir,  that  you  have  no  conception  of  the  strong 
resentment  which  has  been  caused  by  the  publication  of  the 
Draft  Regulations  without  previous  effective  consultation 
with  bodies  that  are  deeply  and  legitimately  interested  in 
dealings  with  dangerous  drugs.  We  are  anxious  to  assist 
you  in  arriving  at  Regulations  which",  while  meeting  the 
main  object  for  which  such  Regulations  have  to  be  devised — 
namely,  the  control  of  illicit  traffic  in  these  drugs — will  be 
as  little  onerous  as  possible. 


Regulations  for  Hospitals. 

The  Home  Secretary  is  circulating  to  hospitals  a  scheme 
for  the  storage  and  supply  in  hospitals  of  the  drugs  covered 
by  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  The  scheme,  it  is  stated, 
has  been  drawn  up  in  consultation  with  the  representatives 
of  some  London  hospitals,  and,  it  is  added,  is  applicable 
to  hospitals  where  a  dispenser  is  employed.  The  main 
provisions  are  as' follows  : 

1.  Supplies  of  the  drugs  will  be  received  by  the  dis- 
pensary, and  will  bo  kept  in  the  charge  of  a  fully  qualified 
pharmacist.  A  record  giving  the  information  required  by 
the  Regulations  will  be  kept  (separately  for  each  of  the 
drugs)  in  the  drug  ledger  of  all  supplies  received. 

2.  The  practice  in  regard  to  the  supply  of  the  drugs  to 
the  wards  will  be  as  follow^: 

Certain  stock  preparations  are  kept  in  the  ward  in  a 
locked  cupboard,  of  which  the  eister-in-charge  has  the  key, 
and  are  used  by  her  in  accordance  with  the  directions  given 
by  the  ward  doctor.  These  supplies  are  replenished  from 
time  to  time  by  the  dispensary.  Medicines  are  also  sup- 
plied to  the  ward  for  the  use  of  individual  patients  on 
prescriptions  given  by  the  visiting  doctor,  the  house  physi- 
cian, or  house  surgeon.  Supplies  of  stock  preparations  will 
be  supplied  on  a  requisition  from  the  sister-in-charge.  It 
is  proposed  to  use  for  this  purpose  a  book  with  counterfoils 
like  a  cheque  book,  and  a  record  will  In-  kept  in  the  dispen- 
sary of  all  supplies  furnished  to  the  ward.  In  the. case  of 
medicines  for  individual  patients,  the  prescription  is  written 
by  the  .visiting  doctor  on  the  patient's  bed-card.  It  has 
not  been  the  usual  practice. for  the  doctor  to  initial  the 
prescription  on  the  bed-card,  but  this  will  be  done  in  future. 
The  bed-card  is  sent  to  the  dispensary  for  the  medicine  to 
be  made  up.  It  has  not  been  the  practice  to  keep  any 
record  of  the  fact  that  the  prescription  on  the  bed-card  has 
been  dispensed,  but  this  will  in  future  be  done  by  stamping 
the  bed-card  in  the  dispensary.  All  bed-cards  are  preserved 
at  the  hospital,  and  are  available  for  reference  subsequently. 
In  lieu  of  the  record  required  by  the  Draft  Regulations  the 
hospital  will  keep  an  index  of  the  cases  in  which  the  use 
of  the  "drugs  has  been  prescribed.  The  index  will  show 
(for  each  'drug  separately)  date,  name  of  doctor,  name  or 
number  of  case.  As  the  dispensaries  are  in  some  cases  a 
considerable  distance  from  the  wards,  and  it  has  been  found 
in  the  case  of  wine  and  spirits  that  there  is  risk  of  pilfer- 
age, it  is  proposed  that  the  supplies  of  the  drugs  shall  be 
sent  to  the  wards  in  a  locked  receptacle,  of  which  only 
the  dispenser  and  the  ward  sister  shall  have  the  keys. 

3.  The  procedure  in  the  case  of  the  out-patients  and  other 
departments  will  be  similar  to  that  in  the' case  of  the  wards, 
and  the  same,  precautions  adopted. 

'4.  In  the  case  both  of  the  wards  and  the  out-patients' 
department  a  fresh  prescription  is  required  each  time 
a  preparation  is  made  up  for  the  use  of  the  patients. 

5.  Prescriptions  for  particular  preparations  may  be  given 
by 'reference  to  the  riamo  by  which  they  are  known  in  the 
hospital. 

Highland  and  Agricultural  Society. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Highland  and  Agricultural  Society 
in  Edinburgh  on  March  3,  the  seeretary_said  the  attention 
of  the  society  had  been  drawn  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  (North  British  Branch)  to  the  Draft  Regulations 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act.  He.  consulted  with  the 
chairman-  of  directors  and  the  convener  of  the  Science 
Committee,  and  after  communication',  with  Dr.  Tocher 
representations  were  sent  to  the  Home  Office  to  the  effect 
that  the  Draft  Regulations  would  very,  seriously  affect  the 
existing  arrangement  under  which  stock  farmers  kept  in 
their  possession  f  or  use  in  emergencies,  and  also  as  reppjl 
ni'sed  remedies  at  all  times,  many  preparations  into  which 
the  drugs  included  under  the  Act.  and  particularly  opium 
and  its  preparations,  entered.  The  Regulations  did  not 
clearly  provide  for  farmers  and  others  being  enabled  to 
obtain  remedies  prescribed  by  veterinary  surgeons  or  by 
others,  such  as  farriers,,  nor  permitted  the  administration 
of  any  such  remed:es  by  farmers  themselves  or  by  farriers. 
There  was  no  objection  to  regulations  being  framed  to 
protect  the  public  in  large  cities,  particularly  in  the  London 
area,  but  the  Regulations  were  needlessly,  burdensome  and 
impracticable  so  far  as  the  rearing  and  treatment  of 
horses  and  cattle  and  sheep  in  Scotland  were  concerned. 
They  suggested  that  the  Home  Office  should  reconsider 
and"  redraft  the  Regulations  after  inquiry  and  consulta- 
tion with  partias  interested.  A  copy  was  also  sent  to  the 
Secretary  for  Scotland  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  a  letter  had  been  received  from  Mr.  Mhnro  stating 
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that  he  had  been  informed  by  the  Home  Secretary  that 
the  Regulations  had  merely  been  issued  in  order  that 
bodies  interested  might  have  an  opportunity  of  making 
representations,  and  before  the  Regulations  were  finally 
made  such  representations  would  be  carefully,  considered. 

Lord  Balfour  of  Burleigh  said  that  he  had  been  watch- 
ing this  question,  and  had  had  a  good  many  communica- 
tions from  various  sources,  in  the  same  sense  as  their  own. 
He  understood  that  the  Regulations  were  being  redrafted, 
a-nd  that  they  would  again  be  made  public  and  be 
before  Parliament  for  so  many  days  after  being  revised. 
He  would  be  practically  constantly  in  London  during  the 
session,  and  if  when  the  Regulations  reappeared  agricul- 
tural bodies  or  others  interested  wanted  to  make  any 
representations,  or  wanted  somebody  to  look  after  their 
interests,  he  should  be  most  happy  to  be  made  the  channel 
of  their  doing  so. 

The  chairman  said  they,  were  very  pleased  that  Lord 
Balfour  was  going  to  take  this  trouble  in  the  matter. 

Dr.  Tocher  said  he  considered  the  Regulations  wholly 
unworkable  and  incapable  of  amendment.  A  new  set 
should  be  provided  altogether,  and  framed  in  consultation 
with  the  British  Medical  Association,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  leading  agricultural  bodies,  and  the  veterinary 
profession. 

Lord  Balfour  said  the  interests  they  had  at  heart  were 
not  trade  interests,  but  the  carrying  on  of  farms  and 
dealing  with  live-stock,  and  he  thought  they  had  better 
keep  their  case  as  much  as  possible  separated  from  others 
and  not  be  charged  with  anything  like  a  selfish  interest.

A  Gaseous  Jest. — Details  of  an  elaborate  practical  joke 
lately  pla.yed  on  the  management  of  a  theatre  in  Shaftes- 
bury Avenue.  London,  W.,  are  given  in  "  The  Morning 
Post."  It  appears  that  some  weeks  ago  a  party  of  people 
returning  from  a  ball  released  some  toy  balloons,  which 
were  caught  and  held  •  bv  a  telegraph-wire  crossing  the 
street  opposite  the  theatre.  The  theatre  manager  soon 
received  two  letters  purporting  to  come  from  "  Head- 
quarters. Royal  Air  Force."  and  signed  "  Major-General 
I.  V.  Gotyer."  Couched  in  the  customary  verbose 
phraseology  of  officialdom,  the  second  of  these  announced 
that  the  matter  had  been  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of 
Munitions,  and  that,  as  the  derelict  balloons  were  filled 
with  mustard  gas,  the  member  of  the  theatre  staff  ap- 
pointed to  superintend  their  removal  should  be  supplied 
witli  "Masks,  Gas — 1."  If  no  mask  was  in  .store,  "an 
indent  (A.F.G.  997)  should  be  forwarded  to  this  office  in 
triplicate."  A  certain  "  O.  Gammon,  Capt.,"  then  took 
a  hand  in  the  game,  sending  a  written  request  that  "  to 

avoid  any  accident  happening  to  and  the  inconvenience 

of  an  inquest  ...  I  should  feel  obliged  if  you  will 
kindly  arrange  for  him  to  be  bathed  in  sulphuretted 
hvdrogen  prior  to  the  work  of  the  removal  of  the  balloons 
being  carried;  out,"  The  final  chapter  of  the  story, 
apparently,  was  the  arrival  of  a  motordorry  for  the 
ostensible  purpose  of  removing  the  balloons.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Society  held  at  Burling- 
ton House.  London,  W..  on  March  3,  the  President,  Sir 
James  Dobbie,  F.R.S.,  being  in  the  chair,  Mr.  C.  K. 
lngold  (in  collaboration  with  Professor  J.  F.  Thorpe)  read 
a  paper  on  The  Chemistry  of  the  Glutaconic  Acids. 
Part  III.,  The  Simultaneous  Occurrence  of  1:2-  and  of 
1 : 3-addUion  to  Glutaconic  Ester.  A  Study  in  Mobile 
Equilibrium  involving  the  Utilisation  of  the  Labile  Ester 
in  the  "  Nascent  "  Condition.  The  tautomerism  occurring 
in  all  phases  in  compounds  belonging  to  the  tricarbonic 
system  is  due  to  a  difference  in  position.  In  the  a  posi- 
tion substitution  destroys  the  symmetry  but  increases  the 
stability  of  the  unsaturated  compound ;  while  in  the  /3 
compounds  it  stabilises  the  process,  particularly  in  conver- 
sion processes.  The  author  discussed  the  additive  pro- 
ducts of  the  /3-methyl  type.  Unsaturated  glutaconic  ester 
cannot  be  isolated,  except  if  generated  in  the  presence 
of  an  additive  agent.  This,  however,  has  been  achieved, 
yielding  78  per  cent,  of  unsaturated  and  only  22  per  cent, 
of  normal  compound,  thereby  enabling  a  study  to  be 
made  of  the  process  of  formation  of  the  normal  as  well 
as  of  the  tautomeric  form.  ^Ir.  J.  Kenner  (with  Mr. 
W.  V.  Stubbings)  presented  a  paper  on  A  Second  Form 
of  6 :  ti'-dinitrodiphenic  Acid  and  its  Conversion  into  New 
Cyclic  System.?,  in  which  he  described  the  methods  of 
obtaining  this  compound  from  dinitrophenanthraquinone 
by  oxidation,  or  by  nitration  of  diphenic  acid,  and  the 
attempts  made  to  obtain  it  by  synthesis  from  iodonitro- 
benzoiq  acid  by  heating  the  latter  with  copper  powder, 
Whereby  dinitrodiphenie  ester  is  obtained.  On  hydrolysis 
the  acid  showed  a  lower  melting-point  than  that  stated 
in  the  literature,  and  the  authors  succeeded  in  demon- 
strating that  there  are  two  acids,  one  of  which  has  in- 
ternal condensation,  possessing  a  structural  formula  of 
the  following  description  :

It  was  further  found  possible  to  obtain  this  compound 
of  a  new  cyclic  system  by  conversion  of  diaminodiacetyl- 
diphenic  acid,  thus  proving  its  constitution,  and  showing 
that  it  represents  a  case  of*  stereoisomerism.  With  de- 
hydrating agents  this  aaid  yields  no  anhydride,  and  on 
treating  the  chloride  with  hydrazin  a  change  of  configura- 
tion results.  In  analogy  the  author  referred  at  length 
to  the  dilactone  formation  in  saccharic  acid.  The  Struc- 
tural Isomerism  of  Oximc-<.  Part  III.  A  Fourth  Ben- 
zildioxime,  formed  the  subject  of  the  paper  read  by  Mr. 
F.  W.  Atack  (with  Mr.  L.  Whinyates),  and  embodied  a 
continuation  of  former  contributions  by  the  author  on 
nximes.  The  author  demonstrated  the  use  of  benzoldi- 
oxime  as  a  test  for  nickel,  which  has  to  be  employed  in 
solution  in  caustic  scda.  This  fact  led  to  the  isolation 
of  a  new  isomeric  compound,  a  8-oxime.  With  the 
a-oxime  a  red  nickel  salt  is  obtained,  whereby  the 
-oxime  yields  a  buff-coloured  nickel  salt.  The  test  was 
carried  out  by  dissolving  a-benzoldioxime  in  solution  of 
sodium  hydroxide,  whereby  it  is  converted  into  the 
5-oxime,  and  on  addition  of  the  nickel  salt  a  buff-coloured 
solution  results.  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  a-oxime  is 
dissolved  in  alcohol  and  the  nickel  salt  added,  a  red  solu- 
tion of  the  unaltered  a-oxime  nickel  salt  is  obtained. 
The  author  then  discussed  the  three  stereoisomer^  forms 
of  these  oximes,  and  also  their  melting-points.  On  the 
addition  of  ammonium  chloride  to  the  -oxime  nickel  salt 
it  passes  immediately  into  the  red  o-compound,  and  the 
8  oxime  would  be  a  fourth  oxime.

Society  of  Public  Analysts. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts  wa» 
held  at  the  Chemical  Society's  Rooms,  Burlington  House, 
recently,  when  the  President  (Mr.  Alfred  Smetham) 
delivered  his  annual  address.  The  following  officers  were 
elected  for  the  ensuing  year:  President,  Mr.  Alfred 
Smetham:  Past-Presidents  (serving  on  the  Council), 
Messrs.  L.  Arehbutt,  E.  J.  Bevan,  A.  C.  Chap- 
man, Bernard  Dyer,  Otto  Hehner,  Samuel  Rideal, 
E.  W.  Voelcker,  j.  A.  Voelcker ;  I  ice-Presidents, 
Messrs.  W.  J.  A.  Butterfield,  C.  A.  Keane,  G.  Rudd 
Thompson;  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  Edward  Hinks; 
Hon.  Secretaries,  Messrs;  P.  A.  Ellis  Richards  and 
E.  Richards  Boltcn ;  Council,  Messrs.  F.  W.  F.  Arnaud, 
B.  A.  Burrell,  F.  H.  Carr,  R.  L.  Collett,  C.  H.  Cribb, 
Norman  Evers,  P.  J.  Fryer,  J.  H.  B.  Jenkins,  S.  E.  Mell- 
ing,  G.  W.  Monier- Williams,  Raymond  Ross,  C.  J.  H. 
Stock.  A  paper  was  afterwards  read  on  lodimetric  Deter- 
mination of  the  Diastatic  Power,  of  Malts,  by  Messrs. 
J.  L.  Baker  and  H.  F.  E.  Hulton.  The  authors  make  use 
of  the  quantitative  oxidation  of  maltose  to  malto-bionic 
acid  by  means  of  iodine  in  the  presence  of  sodium 
hydroxide,  and  details  for  working  the  estimation  4were 
given,  together  with  results  obtained  on  the  same  samples 
by  this  and  the  Ling  methods.  The  advantages  claimed 
for  this  method  are  the  greater  accuracy  with  which  the 
iodine  titration  may  be  carried  out  as  compared  with 
Fehling's  solution,  the  elimination  of  an  external  indi- 
cator, and  the  possibility  of  using  artificial  light  tor  the 
final  titration.  Mr.  F.  W.  Smith  read  a  paper  on  Extract  of 
Red  Squill  (Scilla  niaritima)  as  a  Rat  Poison.  After  con- 
siderable practical  expeiiment  with  different  preparations 
cf  various  types  of  squills  the  author  found  that  the  most 
effective  form  of  squill  rat  poison  was  that  prepared  in 
water  from  an  alcoholic  extract  of  the  fresh  bulb  of  the 
red  squill  (Scilla  niaritima),  and  that  salicylic  acid  may 
be  used  as  a  preservative  without  fear  of  hydrolysing  the 
glucoside.  The  'Composition  of  Harrogate  Mineral 
Waters  was  explained  by  Mr.  William  Lowson.  The 
author  gave  a  summary  of  the  analyses  carried  out  in  con- 
nection with  Professor  Smithell's  recent  general  survey 
of  the  Harrogate  mineral  waters,  and  for  comparison  a 
table  of  analyses  dating  back  some  ninety  years. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts,  held 
on  March  2,  Mr.  Alfred  Smetham  (President)  in  the 
chair,  a  paper  on  The  Acidity  of  Ink  and  the  Action 
of  Bottle  Glass  on  Ink  was  read  by  Mr.  C.  Ainsworth 
Mitchell.  The  author  gave  the  reason  for  the  addition 
of  acid  to  ink  and  the  amount  present  in  standard  inks. 
He  described  acid-free  inks,  the  estimation  of  acidity 
and  the  difficulty  caused  by  dyestuff.  The  hvdrogen 
peroxide  method  was  dealt  with,  its  limitations  and  uses, 
and  the  estimation  of  total  acidity  as  a  check  on  the 
manufacturing  process.  Lastly,  the  author  described  the 
various  effects  of  glass  on  ink.  A  number  of  exhibits 
were  shown.  A  paper  on  The  Detection  of  Adulteration 
in  Butter  by  Means  of  the  Melting-point  of  the  Insoluble 
Volatile  Acids  was  read  by  Mr.  G.  Van  B.  Gilmour. 
The  author  described  how  small  amounts  of  coconut  and 
palm-kernel  fats  when  added  to  butter  lower  appreciably 
the  melting-point  of  the  insoluble  volatile  acids.  Tables 
of  melting-points  and  distillation  figures  for  pure  fats 
and  mixtures  were  given,  also  graphs  showing  how  the 
melting-point  is  affected  when  increasing  quantities  of 
coconut  and  of  palm-kernel  fats  are  added.  Messrs. 
S.  H.  Blichfeldt  and  T.  Thornley  then  read  a  paper  on 
Method  and  Apparatus  for  Routine  Determination  of 
M  el  ting-points  of  Fats  and  Fatty  Acids.  The  authors  de- 
scribe how  a  column  of  melted  fat  1  cm.  long  in  a  tube 
1  mm.  bore.  3  mm.  diameter,  and  60  mm.  long  is 
rapidly  solidified  on  ice.  and  kept  on  ice  during  two 
hours ;  it  is  then  placed  in  a  water-bath  with  the  upper 
level  of  the  column  1  cm.  below  the  surface  and  heated 
at  1°  C.  per  minute.  The  temperature  at  which  the 
column  rises  is  noted  as  M.P.  The  apparatus  is  a  rectan- 
gular glass  water-bath  holding  twenty  tubes,  and  arranged } 
for  electrical  heating,  stirring,  and  lighting.

Opium  in  China. 

Mr.  Gilbert  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India, 
on  March  9,  whether  there  is  any  arrangement  in  opera- 
tion whereby  the  Indian  Government  supplies  opium  to 
Hong  Kong,  and  what  are  the  terms  and  the  duration 
of  such  arrangement. 

Mr.  Montagu  replied  :  The  agreement  formerly  exist- 
ing for  the  supply  by  the  Government  of  India  of  opium 
to.  the  Government  of  Hong  Kong  has  been  renewed  for 
a  further  period  N  of  five  years,  with  certain  modifications. 
Under  the  new  agreement,  which  has  effect  for  five  years 
from  January  1921,  Hong  Kong  will  be  supplied  with  ten 
chests  of  opium  a  month,  at  a  fixed  price.  No  obliga- 
tion rests  on  the  Government  of  Hong  Kong  to  take  any 
prescribed  minimum  quantity  of  opium. 

Proprietary  Medicines  Bill. 
Captain  Tudor-Rees,  on  March  2,  asked  the  Minister  of 
Health  whether  his  attention  has  been  called  to  the 
advertisements  of  alleged  cures  for  cancer  and  other 
diseases ;  and  whether,  with  a  view  to  protecting  the 
public  from  the  frauds  and  deceptions  of  these  advertisers, 
and  from  the  ill-effects  of  their  supposed  remedies,  he 
will  introduce  legislation  to  render  such  advertisements 
illegal. 

Dr.  Addison  replied  :~The  Proprietary  Medicines  Bill, 
which  was  introduced  last  session,  was  intended  to  give 
effect  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Select  Committee 
which  reported  on  this  question  in  1914.  The  Bill  is  now 
being  revised  to  meet  certain  objections  of  the  commercial 
interest  concerned,  and  I  hope  it  will  be  possible  to 
reintroduce  it  during  the  present  session,  but  I  am 
unable  at  present  to  name  any  definite  date. 

Regulation  of  Pharmacy  in  India. 
Mr.  Gilbert  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
India,  on  March  9,  whether  there  are  any  Phar- 
macy Acts  in  operation  in  India  similar  te  those  in  this 
country,  and  whether  it  is  proposed  to  introduce  legisla- 
tion in  India  similar  to  that  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act, 
with  a  view  to  limit  the  use  of  such  drugs  to  legitimate 
medical  and  scientific  purposes. 

'  Mr.  Montagu  replied  :  There  are  no  Pharmacy  Acts  in 
operation  in  India  similar  to  those  in  this  country.  It 
■is  not  proposed  to  introduce  legislation  in  India  similar 
to  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  as  the  regulation  of  the 
traffic  in,  and  use  of,  such  drugs  is  already  strictly  con- 
trolled under  a  variety  of  local  and  Imperial  Acts.  I 
may  add,  for  the  information  of  the  hon.  member,  that 
it  is  believed  that  the  law  and  the  practice  in  India  in 
respect  of  all  drugs  are  entirely  in  accord  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Hague  Convention.  The  Government  of 
India  were,  however,  requested  some  time  ago  to  examine 
the  whole  body  of  law  and  Regulations  on  this  subject, 
and  to  effect  such  amendments,  if  any,  as  might  be  re- 
quired in  order  to  bring  their  law  and  practice  into  precise 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Convention. 

Collecting  German  Indemnity. 
The  Prime  Minister,  announcing  in  the  House  of 
Commons  on  March  7  the  steps  which  are  to  be  taken  to 
compel  the  Germans  to  carry  out  the  Treaty  of  Versailles, 
mentioned  that  proposals  are  to  be  submitted  to  the 
House  which  will  require  every  purchaser  of  German 
goods  in  an  Allied  country  to  pay  a  proportion  of  the 
purchase  money  into  the  Exchequer  of  his  own  country. 
.Further  on  the  Prime  Minister  explained  the  proposal  as 
follows  : 

It  means  'that  if  a  man  buys  a  thousand  pounds'  worth 
of  German  goods — let  us  assume  for  the  moment  the  figure  is 
50  per  cent,  which  you  deduct — I  should  propose  to  take 
powers  to  deduct  any  percentage  which  is  necessary  in 
order  to  levy  the  proportion  of  the  annuities  which  are  pay- 
able to  our  country.  Fi'ty  per  cent,  would  cover  the  amount 
this  year.  If,  then,  the  order  is  given  that  50  per  cent, 
of  any  purchase  price  shall  be  paid  to  the  Exchequer,  the 
man  who  buys  a  thousand  pounds'  worth  of  German  goods 
would  pay  500?.  into  the  British  Exchequer.    Fifty  per  cent. 


will  be  paid  straight  into  the  Exchequer,  which  will  give 
the  purchaser  a  receipt.  He  will  then  send  over  to  Germany 
either  a  bill  of  exchange  or  any  other  document  by 
which  he  pays  for  the  balance,  and  he  will  pin  on  to  that 
the  Treasury  receipt.  The  German  seller  will  then  go  to 
his  Government,  and  he  will  say,  "  Here  I  have  got  a  bill 
of  exchange  for  500;.  I  have  got  a,  British  Treasury  receipt, 
or  a  French  Treasury  receipt,  for  another  500?.  I  ask 
you  to  cash  this  500?."  He  cashes  it  in  currency  which  is 
quite  useful  to  him,  but  no  good  to  us,  because  he  can  pay 
his  wages,  he  can  pay  for  his  goods,  and  he  can  pay  his 
costs  in  the  currency  of  his  country.  So  we  get  our  cuiTencv 
and  they  get  theirs,  and  wo  are  both  satisfied.  That  is 
a.  method  of  getting  over  the  difficulty  of  paying  out  your 
own  currency  beyond  your  own  frontier,  because  you  collect 
in  your  own  coin  and  the  seller  is  paid  in  his. 

The  payment  is  to  apply  to  anything  of  German  origin 
that  had  not  been  paid  for  on  March  7.  The  Dominions 
will  legislate  for  themselves,  as  they  are  interested  in  the 
indemnity  exactly  as  this  country  is. 

Clinical  Thermometers. 

Mr  Kiley,  on  March  7,  asked  the  President  of  the 
Board  of;  Trade  whether  he  has  prohibited  the  sale  of 
clinical  thermometers  unless  they  have  been  previously 
approved  by  the  National  Physical  Laboratory  ;  and  if 
so,  by  what  authority  he  has  done  so. 

Sir  P.  Lloyd-Greame  referred  the  hon.  member  to  the 
answer  o-;ven  on  February  21  (C.  ,£•  Z>.,  February  26,  p.  76). 
,,  Mr-  Kiiey  :  Is  the  House  to  understand  from  the.  reply 
that  it  a  manufacturer  of  clinical  thermometers  attempts 
to  sell  his  products  accompanied  by  a" certificate  that  thev 
have  been  tested,  that  he  can  be  sent  to  prison  for  s'o 
doing  unless  he  sends  his  goods  to  a  Government  Depart- 
ment so  that  his  goods  can  be  again  tested  ?

able  to  detect  their  foreign  origin;  whether  it  is  now 
possible,  in  the  interests  alike  of  the  purchaser  as  well 
as  the  thermometer  operatives  (among  which  latter  there  is 
much  unemployment),  to  make  the  Trade  Marks  Act  work 
efficiently  by  insisting  that  every  imported  clinical  ther-

Made  abroad  ' ;  whether  Customs  officials  can  be  imme- 
diately instructed  to  retain  possession  of  all  imported 
thermometers  until  arrangements  have  been  made  for'  so  > 
marking  them,  seeing  that  there  is  no  actual  or  scientific 
demand  for  them ;  whether  the  National  Physical  Labora- 
tory is  or  is  not  still  under  Government  control-  and 
whether  they  could  immediate-ly  undertake  the  marking 
referred  to  in  the  early  part  of  this  question,  bearing 
m  mind  that  there  is  no  technical  difficulty  in  carrying 
out  this  marking,  and  that  it  is  customarv  for  English 
makers  to  etch  (namely,  eat  in  with  acid)  their  names 
on  their  own  goods'  at  a  cost  which  is  negligible. 

Sir  P.  Lloyd-Greame  replied  :  I  am  aware  of  the  fact 
that  foreign-made  clinical  thermometers  do  not  always  bear 
an  indication  of  their  origin  when  sold  in  this  country 
Under  existing  legislation  there  is  no  powei-  to  carry  out 
the  hon.  member's  suggestions.  I  have  already  promised 
to  introduce  a  Bill  based  on  the  report  of  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Committee,  but  it  would  obviously  be -impossible 
to  enact  special  legislation  for  each  individual  industry.

Averill. — At  his  residence,  Montrose  Villa..  Garden 
Street,   Stafford,   on   March  3,  Mr.  John  Averill,  J.P., 

Ph.C,  aged  eighty -six. 
Mr.  Averill,  'who  came  of 
an  old  Staffordshire 
family,  served  his  ap- 
prenticeship with  Fowke 
&  Son,  chemists,  Staf- 
ford; after  gaining  fur- 
ther experience  with 
Jewsbury  &  Brown, 
Manchester,  he  returned 
to  Stafford  in  1859  and 
took  over,  in  partnership 
with  his  brother,  Mr. 
H.  A.  Averill.  Ph.C,  the 
business  in  Market 
Square  carried  on  by 
Dawson  &  Wells  —  the 
oldest  business  in  the 
town.  Mir.  John  Averill 
took  a  prominent  part  in 
the  public  affairs  of  his 
•  borough.  He  became  a 
member  of  the  town 
council  in  1866,  and  in  1877  was  elected  Mayor.  For 
many  years  he  served  on  various  committees,  his  worth 
being  recognised  by  his  appointment  as  an  alderman.  He 
was  placed  on  the  commission  of  the  peace  for  Stafford 
in  1879— forty-two  years  ago,  and  for  a  similar  length  of 
time  was  a  governor  of  the  local  grammar  school.  For  ten 
years  (1897-1907)  Mr.  Averill  was  President  of  the  North 
Staffordshire  Chemists'  Association,  and  for  a  quarter  of 
a  century  acted  as  warden  at  St.  Mary's  Church.  He  is 
survived  by  a  widow  and  four  sons,  two  of  whom  are 
pharmacists.  The  youngest  of  these,  Mr.  Morris  Averill. 
is  continuing  the  business  known  as  J.  &  H.  A.  Averill. 
Sympathetic  references  to  Mr.  Averill's  career  were  made 
by  the  Stafford  magistrates  at  their  sitting  on  March  3, 
the  senior  magistrate  remarking  that  he  had  known  Mr. 
Averill  for  many  years,  and  had  always  been  struck  with 
the  absolute  fairness  with  which  he  discharged  his  magis- 
terial duties.  Mr.  Averill  contributed  some  interesting 
reminiscences  to  the  Jubilee  number  of  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  (C.  <t-  D.,  II.,  1909,  p.  164)  concerning  the 
passing  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  the  events  lead- 
ing to  it.  He  might  have  added  that  the  firm  of  which 
he  was  the  head  has  trained  some  excellent  pharmacists. 
The  funeral  took  place  at  Stafford  Cemetery  on  March  7, 
after  a  service  at  St.  Mary's  Church,  attended  by  the 
Mayor  and  representatives  of  several  public  bodies.  Mr. 
T.  Bentley  was  present  on  behalf  of  the  North  Stafford- 
shire Chemists'  Association.

In  1874 
he  was  called  to  the  Bar  ;  eleven 
years  later  he  became  a  Queen's 
Counsel,  and  entered  Parliament. 
His  brilliant  mathematical  gifts 
and  his  knowledge  of  natural 
science  led  to  his  taking  up 
patent  and  trade-mark  cases  in 
the  courts,  and  until  his  promo- 
tion to  the  Bench  in  1906  his 

services  as  a  "  leader  "  were  in  constant  request.  One 
well-known  action  in  which  he  appeared  in  this  capacity 
was  the  ' '  tabloid  ' '  case.  In  1912  he  was  created  a  baron, 
a  Lord  of  Appeal  in  Ordinary,  and  a  member  of  the 
Judicial  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  first  medical  research  committee  ap-  . 
pointed  (in  1913)  under  the  Insurance  Act,  and  con- 
tributed at  various  times  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Society 
of  Chemical  Industry  and  other  scientific  bodies.  The* 
striking  speech  that  he  made  shortly  after  the  outbreak 
of  war — a  speech  in  which  he  characterised  the  condition 
of  the  chemical  industry  in  this,  country  as  a  national 
humiliation — has  not  been  forgotten,  nor  have  his  services 
as  Director-General  of  Explosives  Supply  in  the  Ministry  , 
of  Munitions.  Lord  Moulton  was  noted  for  his  readiness 
in  dealing  with  abstruse  matters,  often  almost  without 
notes  of  any  sort,  and  the  lucidity  and  incisiveness  of' 
his  criticisms  on  educational  and  other  legislative  pro- 
posals rendered  them  models  of  their  kind.  Justice  has 
probably  never  been  done  to  his  scientific  accomplish- 
ments, which  were  by  no  means  superficial.  He  was  in 
all  respects  a  great  figure.  On  the  day  befoie  his  death 
he  assisted  in  the  hearing  of  a  law  case,  and  was  then 
apparently  in  the  best  of  health.  Lord  Moulton  was 
twice  married,  and  is  survived  by  a  son  and  a  daughter. 

Nash. — At  Market  Harborough,  on  March  3.  suddenly, 
Mr.  Albert  Hardstaff  Nash,  Ph.C,  2  High  Street.  Mr. 
Nash  passed  the  Major  examination  in  1892.  He  was  in 
business  in  Market  Harborough  for  upwards  of  twenty 
years,  and  the  news  of  his  death  came  as  a  great  shock 
to  his  friends  throughout  the  neighbourhood,  where  he 
was  highly  esteemed.  Widespread  sympathy  will  be  felt 
for  the  widow,  mother,  and  daughter  by  whom  he  is 
survived. 

Rosengahten. — At  his  home,  325  South  17th  Street, 
Philadelphia,  on  February  19,  Mr.  H.  B.  Rosengarten, 
President  of  Powers-Weightman-Rosengarten,  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists,  Philadelphia,  aged  eighty -four. 

Salter. — On  March  3,  Florence,  the  dearly  beloved  wife 
of  Mr.  Leonard  Salter  (representing  Allen  &  Hanburys, 
Ltd.),  12  Azalea  Avenue,  Sunderland. 

Savers. — At  8  Gilmore  Road.  Lewisham,  London, 
S.E.  13,  on  February  27.  Laura  Phoebe,  widow  of  the  late 
Mr.  William  John  Sayers,  chemist  and  druggist,  and 
mother  of  Mr.  William  Charles  Sayers,  F.C.S.,  Ph.C, 
63  High  Street,  Lewisham,  aged  eighty-five. 

Semon. — At  Rignalls,  Great  Missenden,  on  March  1. 
Sir  Felix  Semon,  K.C.V.O..  F.R.C.P.,  M.D.  (Berlin), 
aged  seventy -one.  Sir  Felix  Semon  came  to  London,  after 
experience  in  Berlin.  Vienna,  and  Paris,  in  1875.  For 
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two  years  he  acted  as  a  clinical  assistant  at  the  Throat 
Hospital,  Golden  Square.  W.,  and  was  then  promoted  to  the 
post  of  physician.  Other  hospital  appointments  followed, 
but  in  1897,  the  year  in  which  he  was  knighted,  he  decided 
to  devote  all  his  time  to  his  private  practice.  In  1901  he 
was  appointed  physician  extraordinary  to  King  Edward 
VII.  ;  the  decorations  of  C.V.O.  and  K.C.V.O.  were 
bestowed  in  1902  and  1905  respectively.  Sir  Felix  retired 
in  1911 ;  a  sum  of  money  was  collected  by  his  confreres  as 
a  testimonial,  and  was  presented  by  him  to  the  University 
of  London  for  the  purpose  of  awarding  a  commemorative 
bronze  medal  for  the  best  work  on  the  treatment  of  disease? 
of  the  throat  and  nose,  and  to  found  a  lectureship  in 
laryngology.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Laryngo- 
logical  Society,  and  was  its  President  for  three  years. 
Shortly  after  the  outbreak  of  the  great  war  he  made  public 
a  frank  condemnation  of  the  German  excesses.  Sir  Felix 
contributed  numerous  monographs  to  medical  publications, 
and  was  the  holder  of  many  foreign  distinctions.  He 
leaves  three  sons,  the  eldest  of  whom  is  a  physician  on  the 
staff  of  the  Great  Northern  Hospital,  London. 

Slink. — At  his  residence.  118  London  Road.  Gloucester, 
on  March  4,  suddenly,  Mr.  Harry  Edwin  Slinn.  chemist 
and  druggist  (trading  as  Sadleir  &  Slinn,  10  Northgate 
Street),  aged  fifty -seven.  Mr.  Slinn  was  the  son-in-law 
and  partner  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Sadleir.  Ph.C,  on 
whose  death  in  1894  he  became  the  sole  proprietor  of  the 
business.  He  was  a  lover  of  animals,  and  w'as  well 
known  in  the  district  for  the  care  and  skill  that  he 
devoted  to  the  treatment  of  their  ailments.  In  November 
1919  Mr.  Slinn  had  a  seizure,  from  the  effects  of  which 
he  never  fully  recovered  ;  his  death  was  due  to  a  second 
attack  of  this  nature.  He  leaves  a  widow,  a  son,  and 
a  daughter.

Stainer,  who  was  a  Free 
Churchman  and  devoted  to  philanthropic  work,  was  un- 
compromising in  his  views ;  but  his  evident  honesty  of 
purpose  gained  for  him  the  respect  even  of  his  contro- 
versial opponents.  His  physical  and  mental  powers  were 
maintained  to  the  end  ;  less  than  a  week  ago  he  cycled 
several  miles  in  order  to  attend  an  evening  meeting.  Mr. 
Stainer  is  survived  by  a  widow  and  by  his  family  of  ten 
children.  His  memory  will  be  cherished  by  them  and 
among  a  wide  circle  of  friends.

how  to  relate  them  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
on  the  one  hand  and  to  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  on  the  other.  The  latter  -  is  felt  to  he 
the  greater  difficulty,  the  associations  not  being  com- 
posed entirely  of  pharmacists  in  retail  business,  though 
to  make  an  insuperable  difficulty  of  this  after  amalgama- 
tion with  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  and 
the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  looks  rather  like 
straining  at  a  gnat  after  swallowing  a  camel  or  two.  The 
difficulty,  however,  is  a  real  one,  thanks  to  the  political 
character  the  associations  have  assumed.  We  can  hardly 
regard  them  now  except  as  parts  of  an  organised  body, 
and  they  cannot,  apparently,  as  at  present  constituted, 
be  fitted  into  our  new  organisation  scheme.  One  is  almost 
tempted  to  regret  the  time  when  they  were  non-political, 
but  merely  semi-social,  semi-scientific  bodies,  uniting  the 
chemists  of  certain  localit.es  in  a  pleasant  bond  for  the 
advancement  of  their  local  interests  and  the  cultivation 
of  the  amenities  of  business  life  and  the  keeping  alive 
of  the  professional  spirit.  If  the  turning  of  the  associa- 
tions into  "  branches  "  of  the  R.P.U.  has  the  effect  of 
making  them  nothing  but  cogs  in  a  political  machine,  it 
will  be  a  matter  for  profound  regret.  Their  natural 
affinity  is  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  it  is  a 
pity  the  R.P.U.  could  not  use  the  pharmaceutical  com- 
mittees for  its  purposes  rather  than  the  associations. 

The  Associations, 

as  I  gather  from  the  discussion  at  the 
Council  meeting  (read  since  the  above  note  was  written), 
are  beginning  to  feel  that  they  stand  between  the  devil 
and  the  deep  sea;  and  there  is  an  evident  danger  of  a 
serious  conflict  over  them  between  the  Society  and  the 
Union.  The  uncertainty  in  which  they  stand  is  leading, 
we  are  told,  to  "apathy"  and  "  perf  unctbriness  "  on 
their  part,  as  well  as  to  a  certain  hostility  between  these 
rival  claimants  (ill-diagnosed  by  the  expressions  of  friend- 
ship on  both  sides,  to  which  Mr.  White  referred);  and 
there  is  urgent  need  for  action  if  something  very  like 
anarchy  is  to  be  averted.'  We  see  here  the  Nemesis  of 
the  hasty,  ill-considered  formation  of  the  Retail  Pharma- 
cists' Union.  We  have  allowed  oursel-'es  to  be  rushed 
into  the  adoption  of  a  scheme  that  cannot  be  squared  with 
existing  facts,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  any  report 
or  memorandum  of  the  President's  will  help  us.  The 
President,  after  all,  is  only  the  head  of  the  Council  which 
got  us  into  this  muddle  and  is  confessedly  unable  to  pull 
us  out  of  it.  Whatever  policy  he  may  recommend  will 
have  to  commend  itself  to  the  R.P.U.  as  well  as  to  the 
Council,  and  the  former  body  seems  already  committed 
to  a  course  that  the  Council  does  not  favour.  The  asso- 
ciations can  hardly  be  branches  both  of  the  Society  and 
of  the  Union  without  destroying  the  independence  which 
both  profess. 

The  Appeal  to  Medical  Men 

to  prescribe  British  drugs  is  per- 
!  fectly  right  and  reasonable  so  far  as  it  ostensibly  goes, 
but  the  firms  who  make  it  are  bound  in  honour  to  see 
that  neither  doctors  nor  their    patients  lose  anything 
■  material  by  the  substitution  of  home  for  foreign  products. 
'  A  little  monetary  loss  is    not   material,    and    may  on 
general  grounds  'be  worth  while,   but    the   question  of 
quality  stands  upon  another  footing.    I  am  not,  ot  course, 
!  suggesting  that  British  drugs  are  not,  generally  speaking 
,  equal  to  foreign  ones,  but  it  is  at  least  conceivable  that 
i  makers  who  have  been  turning  out  fine  chemicals  (otten  ot 
their  own  invention)  for  years  may  in  some  cases  be  able 
to  supply  a  better  article  than  any  produced  confessedly 
in  imitation  of  it,  by  firms  only  recently  embarked  upon 
this  industry.    The  one  consideration  that  ought  to  weigh 
with  the  prescriber  is  the  therapeutic  value  o    what  he 
prescribes/  and  the  subscribers  to  this  appeal  have  no 


right  to  ask  him  to  forgo  this  consideration  for  any 
other.  They  have  no  intention  of  doing  so  :  the  signa- 
tories to  this  appeal  may  doubtless  be  trusted ;  but  the 
general  proposition  of  British  v.  foreign  drugs  needs 
to  be  taken  with  a  little  reservation. 

Your  Manchester  Correspondent 

would  like  to  see  window- 
displays  like  Messrs.  Bryan  &  Spedding's  all  over  the 
country,  but  with  due  respect  I  venture  to  differ  from 
him.  To  say  that  such  advertising  of  one's  own  par- 
ticular skill  (for  that  is  virtually  what  it  comes  to)  is 
unprofessional  and  smacks  of  charlatanry  is  perhaps  to 
say  little  in  these  days  of  "  bold  advertisement,"  but 
that  consideration  alone  would  deter  me.'  Even  as  directed 
by  the  whole  body  of  pharmacists  against  non-qualified 
men,  there  are  objections  to  be  urged  against  it,  since 
it  lays  us  open  to  somewhat  damaging  reprisals  and  has 
a  suggestion  of  vulgar  rivalry  about  it.  In  a  public 
lecture  or  demonstration  by  a  disinterested  party  such 
an  exposition  of  the  niceties  of  dispensing  and  the  necessity 
of  a  professional  standard  of  qualification  is  right  enough, 
but  as  a  weapon  against  competitors  in  business  it  is 
infra  dig.,  to  say  the  least  of  it. 

Sir  Frederick  Wedmore 

(if  my  memory  serves  me)  wrote 
more  than  one  story  of  which  the  hero  was  a  chemist, 
and  he  shares  with  George  Gissing  in  the  distinction  of 
presenting  members  of  our  craft  in  the  most  amiable  light. 
I  have  called  attention  to  this  fact  before,  but  cannot  let 
your  article  on  Sir  Frederick  pass  without  a  reference  to 
that  most  exquisite  and  pathetic  story  of  Gissing's,  "  The 
House  of  Cobwebs."  One  cannot  too  often  recall  such 
gems  of  literature  as  this.  Without  disparaging  in  any 
way  the  delicate  art  of  Wedmore,  I  fancy  Gissing  is 
nearer  the  reality  than  he,  without  losing  anything  of  the 
ideality  which  transfigures  fact  into  poetry.  Another 
story  in  the  same  volume,  dealing  with  the  misfortunes 
of  a  very  different  character,  also  a  chemist,  shows  an 
intimate  knowledge  of  the  craft  and  its  conditions  which 
gives  a  peculiar  value  to  these  sketches  of  Gissing's.  Even 
the  cross-grained  chemist  in  Mr.  Bennett's  "  Old  Wives' 
Tale  "  is  not  more  realistically  portrayed,  but  Gissing 
writes  more  sympathetically,  though  equally  alive  to  his 
hero's  faults. 

The  Special  Committee 

of  the  Birth-rate  Commission,  in 
their  recently  issued  Report  on  the  Prevention  of  Venereal 
Disease,  have  the  moral  courage  to  condemn  the  legal 
veto  of  the  sale  of  disinfectants  by  chemists,  though  they 
would,  quite  rightly,  forbid  the  advertisement  or  recom- 
mendation of  substances  that  have  not  been  approved. 
A  committee  presided  over  by  a  bishop  and  comprising 
several  other  clergy  of  different  denominations  will  not 
be  accused  of  indifference  to  the  moral  aspects  of  the  sub- 
ject and  their  decision  that  the  legal  veto  referred  to 
should  be  removed  will  have  the  greater  weight  on  this 
account,  '  It  is,  indeed,  so  manifest  to  common-sense  that 
if  these  disinfectants  are  allowed  to  be  supplied  at  all  the 
supply  should  be  through  accessible  channels  that  one 
does  not  wonder  to  find  even  clerical  prejudice  giving  way 
upon  the  point.  Perhaps  the  Ministry  of  Health  may 
follow  suit  some  day.

The  Reparations  Bill. 

The  drastic  decision  taken  by  the  Allies  to  occupy  more 
Ehine  territory  and  to  seize  the  Customs,  as  a  result  of) 
the  breakdown  of  the  Reparations  Conference,  is  viewed 
philosophically  in  commercial  circles.    Of  chief  concern, 
however,  is  the  proposal  that  importers  of  German  good 
shall  pay  50  per  cent,   of  the  purchase  price  to  thei 
respective  Governments,  and  upon  this  point  there  is  mucM 
conflict  of  opinion.    The  immediate  effect  of  the  proposal 
has  been  a  suspension  of  business  in  Germany  and  the 
cancellation  of  orders  pending  a  definite  lead  of  what  is, 
evidently  going  to  be  <a  cumbersome,  method  when  put 
into  practice,  although  at  first  sight  it  may  seem  simple. 
It  is  argued  that  we  cannot  force  Germany  to  sell  to  us, 
and  when  they  discover  they  are  to  lose  50  per  cent,  offl 
the  price  they  will  probably  cease  supplies  or  will  bgj 
compelled  to  raise  their  prices  by  50  per  cent,  or  more. 
'1  he  latter  phase,  however,  would  not  be  an  unmixed  evil, 
as  it  would  probably  eliminate  some  of  the  fierce  torn- 
petition.    The  scheme  would  also  mean  the  revival  of  the  J 
certificates  of  origin  which  caused  so  much  dissatisfaetio 
during  the  war.    Moreover,  a  standard  of  values  would  | 
have  to  be  set  up,  and  that  means  the  employment 
more  expensive  officials  to  value  all  imports  arriving  from  I 
Germany.    In  (dealing  with   the  matter  "The  Times"! 
says  : 

The  contemplated  procedure  is  that  the  buyer  of  German  I 
goods  shall  forward  to  the  German  seller  an  Exchequer  j 
receipt  for  the  amount  deducted  for  reparation.  In  other  jj 
words,  the  German  seller  will  have  to  look  to  the  Germa»| 
Government  for  the  balance  of  the  payment  due,  in  marks.  [ 
Wo  understand  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  payment  fof  | 
German  Roods  has  to  be  made  before  the  goods  are  shipped,! 
a  deposit  in  some  instances  being  required  on  rhe  placingn 
of  orders.  It  is  pointed  out,  therefore,  that  the  Germani 
seller  might  decline  to  accept  the  Exchequer  receipts  as  si 
proper  discharge  of  the  purchase  price,  and  that  the  Eng-l 
lish  buyer  would  then  discover  that,  although  he  hadjj 
actually  sold  to  another  party  in  this  country  the  goods  j 
had  ordered  in  Germany,  he  would  bo  unable  to  deliver| 
them. 

The  question    therefore    arises,  What  remedy  will 
British   buyer  have  against  the  German  seller  in  a 
of  this  kind?    It  is  naturally  difficult  to  answer  at  thwfl 
?tage.  but  this  point  is  one  which  will  have  to  lie  carefuUjj 
considered  when  Parliament  is  asked  to.  give  the  necessaTjI 
authority  to  the  Government  to  require  that  payments  t< 
Germans  shall  be  subject  to  the  proposed  deductions.  OwinJ 
to  the  uncertainty  which  prevailed  in  regard  to  the  matter| 
several  merchants  who  had  entered  into  contract©  for 
to  be  delivered  next   month  decided  to  cancel  the  order 
and  to  sell  the  marks  which  they  had  bought  forward^ 
anticipation  of  payment.    Another  point  of  interest  discusset|j 
in  the  City  had   reference  to  the  basis  of  valuation  tha,1 
would  be  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  the  pay 
ments  to  be  made  to  the  Exchequer.    Practically  all  Gerinai 
contracts  ore  expressed  in  marks,  and  it  is  assumed  tha 
the  sterling  cost  of  the  marks  at  which  the  British  luiye 
had  covered  his  commitments  would  be  taken  as  the  basi 
of  calculation.    It  was  suggested,  however,  that  us  the  con 
tem'plated  procedure  seemed  likely  to  prove  difficult  to 
into  practice  without  interfering  with  trade,  that  it  wo! 
bo  simpler  and  more  effective  to  resort  to  a  simple 
on  German  exports. 

At  the  moment  the  proposal  has  had  no  appre 
ciable  effect  on  the  prices  of  German  chemicals,  beyond  i 
almost  total  suspension  of  business  pending  developments 
That  it  will  affect  prices  is  undoubted,  and  already 
more  cautious  attitude  is  adopted  among  ^.veak  holder; 
Potassium  bromide  is  about  the  only  c  hemical  as  yet  tjj 
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show  a  distinct  recovery  on  sentiment  alone,  but  the  price 
has  been  unduly  low.  The  idea  is  also  fostered  that 
salicylic  acid  and  sodium  salicylate  should  also  improve, 
especially  as  several  British  makers  have  been  forced  out 
of  the  business.  Acetic  acid  is  another  product  which 
shows  signs  of  a  recovery  as  a  consequent  interference  with 
German  supplies,  but  we  do  not  depend  on  that  country 
alone.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the  chemical  markets 
are  likely  to  be  unsettled  for  some  time  to  come. 


registration  of  wholesale  druggists,  whose  business  is  con- 
fined to  pharmacists  and  tradesmen  who  require  drugs  for 
retail  sale  or  for  manufacturing  purposes.  The  wholesaler 
has  to  keep  a  register  of  poisons.  There  are  penalties  pro- 
vided for  infractions  of  the  law,  which  seem  to  cover  every 
offence.  It  is  obvious  that  much  thought  has  been  given 
to  the  question  of  making  a  complete  pharmacy  law.  .Mr. 
Martlet  informs  us  that  there  are  over  twenty  students  :it 
the  school  of  pharmacy  in  Baghdad,  and  that  there  would 
have  been  more  if  there  had  been  more  accommodation. 


Pharmacy  in  Mesopotamia. 

The  Government  of  Iraq  is  considering  proposals  for  a 
law  regulating  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  Mesopotamia. 
The  proposed  clauses  have  been  drawn  up  by  the  Baghdad 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  of  which   Mr.  A.    Martret,  an 
English  qualified  chemist,  is  President.    The  proposals  are 
based  on  the  British  and  Turkish  laws  and  embody,  several 
new  propositions.    The  first  eight  clauses  deal  with  appren- 
tices, who  are  required  to  submit  an  educational  certificate 
in  which  the  subjects  passed  include  reading  and  writing 
in  Arabic,  mathematics,  and  English  or  French.  Each 
applicant  for  registration  must  submit  two  certified  photo- 
graphs of  himself,  one  of  which  is  afterwards  attached  to 
a  certificate  which  authorises  him  to  be  apprenticed  to  a 
pharmacist  for  not  less  than  four  years.    The  apprentice 
must  in  the  third  and  fourth  year  attend  lectures  at  the 
school  of  pharmacy.    The  Qualifying  examination,  to  be 
held  twice  a  year,  is  divided  into  three  parts,  the  first 
being  in  practical  pharmacy  and  practical  chemistry,  the 
second  a  written  test  in  the  other  subjects,  and  the  third 
an  oral  examination  in  the  same  subjects.    The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Iraq  will  issue  certificates  of  qualifica- 
tion to  those  who  satisfy  the  examiners  in  all  subjects. 
Persons  holding  the  certificates  of  other  countries  will  be 
registered  in  Iraq  after  passing  an  oral  examination  and 
paying  a  fee  of  a  hundred  rupees.     Non-poisonous  drugs 
which  are  in  common  use  for  non-medicinal  purposes  and 
non-poisonous  herbs  may,  be  sold  by  persons  who  are  not 
registered  chemists.    The  chief  dispenser  of  every  hospital 
must  be  a  qualified  pharmacist.    A  pharmacist  may  only 
manage  one  pharmacy  and  may  not  act  as  cover  for  an 
unqualified  person.    There  are  regulations  regarding  the 
storing  of  drugs,  which  have  to  be  labelled,  classified,  and 
kept  in  such  a  manner  that  they  will   not  deteriorate. 
Scheduled  poisons  must  be  stored  in  a   locked    room  or 
cupboard,  the  key  being  kept  by  the  qualified  pharmacist. 
The  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  to  be  used  in  each  pharmacy, 
and  medicines  are  to  be  compounded   according   to  the 
formulas  of  that  work.    There  are  clauses  confining  the 
dispensing  of  prescriptions  to  registered  chemists,  and  the 
prescriptions  may  only,  be  those  which  are   signed  by 
doctors,  dentists,  or  veterinary  surgeons  who  are  registered 
in  the  country.    Foreign  prescriptions  may  be  made  up 
if  they  bear  a  pharmacist's  stamp  to  show  that  they  have 
been  previously  dispensed.    Medicines  for  external  use  are 
to  be  supplied  with  red  or  orange  labels.    A  pharmacist 
may  not  prescribe  or  practise  medicine,  nor  may  he  share 
his  profits  with  a  doctor,  dentist,  or  veterinary  sargeon. 
The  Poisons  Schedule  is  practically  that  which  was  in  force 
in  Great  Britain  before  the  amendments  made  in  January 
of  this  year,  but  in  Part  II.  there  are  included  copper 
sulphate,  lead   acetate,  and    the   mineral    acids.  Other 
clauses  give  the  conditions  of  sale,  one  of  which  is  that  the 
poisons  may  not  be  sold  to  persons  under  twenty-one  years 
of  age.    The  wording  of  the  names  on  the  labels  must  be 
in  both  Arabic  and  English..    A  special  law  deals  with  the 


Protecting  British  Industries. 

We  understand  that  the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Bill 
is  now  in  draft  form  and  wiR  be  introduced  into  the 
House  of  Commons  after  Easter.  It  is  probable  that 
when  published  the  Bill  will  be  in  three  parts,  and  will 
be  worked  solely  on  the  tariff  system  by  the  imposition 
of  a  fairly  heavy  percentage  on  the  value  of  the  goods 
imported.  The  prevention  of  dumping  will  also  he  dealt 
with.  This  will  cover  many  industries  outside  of  what 
are  known  as  "  key  "  industries,  and  it  will  probably 
be  carried  out  by  the  imposition  of  a  similar  tariff  to  that 
on  key  industries  in  cases  where  it  is  proved  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Government  that  the  imported  goods  are 
being  sold  at  a  price  with  which  the  British  manufacturer 
cannot  compete.  So  far  there  seems  no  likelihood  of  any 
"  prohibitions,"  except  under  licence,  which  existed  prior 
to  the  Sankey  judgment.  The  goods  subject  to  duty  in 
the  Safeguarding  of  Industries  Bill  will,  inter  alia,  in- 
clude synthetic  organic  chemicals  and  the  majority  of 
fine  chemicals.  There  may,  however,  be  considerable 
opposition  to  the  Bill  owing  to  its  unexpectedly  drastic 
character.  ' 

Depression  in  Lead-Products. 

Whekeas  home  makers  of  lead  oxides  and  white  lead 
had  not  much  to  complain  of  during  the  first  half  of 
last  year,  owing  to  a  large  accumulation,  of  orders  from 
the  previous  year,  and  a  continuous  good  demand  for 
home  and  export,  a  very  severe  depression  set  in  in  this 
industry  in  the  closing  months  of  1920,  and  matters, 
so  far  this  year,  have  gone  from  bad  to  worse,  with  no 
sign  as  yet  of  any  recovery.  Possibly  some  improvement 
will  become  manifest  when  the  spring  season  is  entered 
upon,  but  the  labour  outlook  is  somewhat  threatening, 
and  prospects  in  regard  to  export  business  are  as  cheer- 
less as  they  can  be.  The  fact  that  German  lead  oxides 
have  been  imported  into  this  country  for  some  months 
past  at  many  pounds  per  ton  below  home  makers'  terms 
would  naturally  indicate  that  there  is  not  much  chance 
of  home  lead-oxide  manufacturers  making  headway  with 
new  export  business,  although  special  concessions  have 
been  made  to  practically  all  Continental  customers,  due 
to  their  deflated  currencies.  Prices  this  year  have 
slumped  substantially,  while  it  is  quite  obvious  that  the 
cutting-down  process  has  been  greatly  accelerated  by  the. 
huge  fall  in  the  price  of  the  raw  material — pig  lead.  The 
figures  below  give  an  idea  of  this,  both  in  regard  to  pig- 
lead  and  lead  oxides,  as  well  as  white  lead  :

It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  case  of  pig  lead,  as  com- 
7iared  with  a  year  ago,  the  depreciation  represents  about 
31/.  per  ton,  and  in  red  lead  and  litharge  precisely  the 
same,  while  dry  white  lead  is  about  211.  per  ton  cheaper 
than  at  this  time  last  vear.  The  adjustment  m  the 
price  of  white  lead  in  oil  has  been  appreciably  greater, 
but  it  should  have  been  .still  more  drastic  considering 
that  the  price  of  linseed,  which  enters  into  the  manu- 
facture of  that  article,    has   collapsed    within  the  last 
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twelve  months  or  so  from  about  125/.  down  to  about  30/. 
per  ton.  Until  general  consumption  recovers  in  pig  lead 
its  value  seems  likely  to  be  kept  down  at  a  relatively 
low  level.  The  current  price  compares  with  an  average 
of  18/.  6s.  for  the  year  1913  and  17/.  15s.  for  1912.  Of 
course  operations  in  the  building  trades  have  remained 
at  a  low  ebb  for  some  considerable  time  past,  and  cor- 
roders  are  now  wanting  new  orders  rather  badly.  Our 
imports  of  white  lead  for  last  year  at  246.471  cwt.  showed 
an  excess  of  well  over  105,000  cwt.  against  the  previous 
year,  although  comparing  with  321,323  cwt.  for  1913. 
The  fact  may  be  pointed  out  that  this  country  has  been 
importing  white  lead  largely  on  balance  during  the  past 
year.  Indeed,  our  exports  at  183,840  cwt.  denoted  only 
a  moderate  excess  against  1919,  while  showing  a  deficit 
of  more  than  50  per  cent,  compared  with  the  pre-war 
year  1913.  These  returns  thus  pretty  clearly  indicate  that 
overseas  business  is  still  very  disappointing  compared 
with  pre-war  conditions,  while  exports  have  remained 
poor  since  last  year.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  one  of 
the  main  difficulties  the  British  manufacturer  has  now 
to  contend  with  is  the  seriously  inflated  Continental  rates 
of  sterling,  and  the  possibility  of  any  permanent  ameliora- 
tion of  this  state  of  affairs  is  as  yet  considered  some- 
what remote,  especially  in  view  of  the  gravity  of  the 
international  situation,  as  a  result  of  the  breakdown  of 
the  London  Conference  this  week  with  the  German 
Government  representatives.  During  the  last  year  or 
two  American  white-lead  manufacturers  made  strenuous 
attempts  to  secure  a  footing  in  Australia  for  their  pro- 
ducts, in  competition  with  this  country,  but  this  aggres- 
sion on  the  part  of  the  Americans  seems  to  have 
been  effectively  countered  by  the  fact  that  the  chief 
home  manufacturers  formed  a  combine  last  year  which 
resulted  in  the  creation  of  a  plant  in  Australia  for  the 
making  of  white  lead  on  the  spot  for  their  mutual  benefit, 
and  in  order  to  shut  out  American  competition  as  far 
as  possible.  There  are,  of  course,  ample  facilities  avail- 
able in  that  country  for  a  gradual  expansion  of  corroders' 
operations  under  proper  supervision,  although  the  situa- 
tion at  Broken  Hill  in  respect  of  lead  production  is  not 
what  it  should  be  ;  but  this  drawback  is  only  temporary. 


Retail  Pharmacists'  Union. 


— The  Birmingham  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation (Employers'  Section)  held  a  meeting  on  March  3, 
Mr.  J.  W.  Atkinson  (President)  in  the  chair,  at  which 
an  interesting  address  was  given  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson 
on  The  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.  Resolutions  were 
afterwards  passed  in  support  of  the  Union,  and  agreeing 
to  form  a  local  branch. 

— Mr.  Henry 
Troughton  (President)  and  Mr.  W.  R.  Aked  (hon.  secre- 
tary) of  the  Lancashire  and  District  Pharmacists'  Federa-

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 


At  the  meeting  of  the  London  Section,  held  at  Burlington. 
House,  on  March  7,  Mr.  Julian  L.  Baker  being  in  the 
chair,  Mr.  J.  C.  Drummond,  D.Sc,  read  an  interesting 
paper  on  Factors  Influencing   the  Food  Value  of  Lard, 
and  Lard  Substitutes,  which  dealt  with  the  now  recog- 
nised very  important  subject  of  vitamines,  or  accessory 
food  factors  as  they  are  also  termed.    The  author  men- 
tioned that  formerly  the  nutritive  value  of  edible  fata 
was  based  upon  their  caloric  factor,  but  now  they  must 
be  evalued  by  their  content  of  vitamines,  of  which  three 
are  so  far  known,  one  of  which  is  associated,  with  fats. 
It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  a  shortage  of  fats  induces 
disorders  of  nutrition,  now  recognised  to  be  due  to  the 
absence  of  vitamines.    The  author  undertook  an  investi- 
gation of  the  vitamine  content  of  the   more  important 
edible  fats,  particularly  of  lard  and  its  substitutes.  With 
regard  to  the  digestibility  of  fats,  Dr.  Drummond  men- 
tioned that  the  melting-point  was  not  a  vital  factor  in 
the  estimation  of  their  food  value,  which  can  only  be 
based  on  their  vitamine  content.     Strange    to    say,  no 
vitamine  was  found  to  be  present  in  lard,  although  it  is 
a  typical  animal  fat.     It  is  true  that  animal  oils  do  not 
contain  as  much  vitamines  as  vegetable  oils,  due  to  the 
fact  that  vitamines  are  not  elaborated  by  animals,  but  are' 
ingested   by  them  with    their  vegetable  food,  and  the 
surplus  stored  in  the  animal  organism ;  hence  the  vita-  I 
mine  content  of  animal  fats  depends  upon  the  animal's 
diet.    A  study  of  the  question  of  the  remarkable  absence  1 
of  vitamine  in  lard  showed  that  it  is  due  to  the  fact  | 
that  pigs  are  not  fed  on  green  food,  and   consequently  I 
are  not  in  a  position  to  store  these  accessory  food  factors. 
Experiments   were  conducted  on  a   series  of  pigs,  by 
feeding  the  animals  on  different  diets,  some  with  vege- 
table foods  or  with  cod-liver  oil,  which  is  known  to  con-  j 
tain  vitamines.    The  effects  of  the  various  diets  on  the  j 
pigs  was  illustrated  by  means  of  slides.     After  killing 
the  animals  the  fat  was  examined  for  the  presence  of 
vitamines,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  do  not  as  yeB 
possess  any  chemical  means  of  demonstrating  or  of  esti- 
mating these  substances,  resort  must  be  had  to  biological 
methods  of  testing.     The  biological  test   for  vitamines 
consists  in  feeding  young  rats  on  a  diet  deficient  in  vita- 
mines, and  after  the  symptoms  of  vitamine  deficiency 
have  appeared  the  fat  to  be  tested  is  added  to  the  diet 
of  the  test  rats.    It  was  found,  and  these  observations 
were  illustrated  by  means  of  a  further  series^  of  slides, 
that  on  adding  to  the  food  given  to  the  rats  the  fat 
obtained  from  the  pigs  fed  on  green  food,  and  also  of 
those  who  received  cod-liver  oil,  there  was  a  definite  re- 
sumption of  growth,  whereas  no  effect  followed  the  addi- 
tion of  tats  derived  from  pigs  which  had  been  fed  on  a  | 
diet  deficient   in  vitamines.     This  proves  that  pigs  do 
not  behave  differently  from  other  animals  in  respect  of 
the  property  of  storing  vitamines ;  it  is  simply  a  question 
of  diet.     Further,  the  author  mentioned  that  vitamines 
are  destroyed  in  the  lard  -when  it  is  stirred,  and  thua 
brought  into  contact  with  oxygen.    On  the  other  hand, 
with  the  old-fashioned  method  of  rendering  of  lard,  the 
vitamines  are  retained.     On  examining  the  various  lard 
substitutes  for  their  content  of  vitamine,  in  most  cases 
none   was   found. — In  his  paper  on   The    Stability  of 
Benzoyl  Peroxide,  Mr.  R.  C.  Farmer,  D.Sc,  mentioned 
that  this  preparation  has  been  used  as  an  antiseptic  and 
mild  anaesthetic,  as  an  electric  detonator,  and  also  as  a 
decolorising  agent  for  oils.    As  it  is  known  to  be  liable 
to  sudden  explosion,  the  author  undertook  experiments 
to  determine  its  stability,  and  found  that  when  exposed 
in  vacuo  to  a  temperature  of  100°,  an  explosion  occurs 
within  thirty  to  forty  minutes.    It  was  further  established 
that  the  tendency  to  explode  increases  when  the  sub- 
stance is  in  an  extremely  dry  state.    To  avoid  explosion, 
it  should  be  stored  in  a  dry  place,  and  in  a  moist  state. 
As  a  means  of  inhibiting  its  property  to  explode  spon- 
taneously, it  may  be  mixed  while  moist  with  four  to 
five  parts  of  salt,  which  prevents  its  exploding  on  drying. 
On  explosion  it  yields  carbon  dioxide  and  phenylbenzoate. 
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Associations'  Winter  Session. 


Aberdeen. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Aberdeen 
Pharmaceutical  Association  wa6  held  on  March  2.  Mr. 
W.  F.  Hay  presided,  and  the  following  were  elected 
office-bearers  for  the  coming  year  :  President,  Mr.  W.  F. 
Hay ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  James  Farquliar ;  Treasurer, 
Mr.  Wm.  Reid ;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  H.  M.  Dugan ; 
and  Auditor,  Mr.  A.  F.  Dugan.  The  various  reports — 
executive,  education,  business  interests,  and  entertain- 
ments— -were  passed,  and  Mr.  Bryant,  B.Sc,  head  of  the 
School  of  Pharmacy,  thanked  the  Association  for  the 
interest  taken  by  the  members  in  the  work  of  the  school. 
He  had  at  present  ninety-four  students,  of  whom  at 
least  90  per  cent,  attended  regularly ;  at  a  recent  test 
set  only  two  students  had  failed  to  secure  over  60  per 
cent,  of  marks.  A  sum  of  91.  was  granted  to  be  expended 
on  prizes  for  students  attending  the  Pharmacy  School 
evening  classes.  Considerable  discussion  took  place  as  to 
the  future  of  the  Association  in  relation  to  the  Scottish 
Pharmaceutical  Federation ;  it  was  ultimately  agreed  to 
carry  on  the  Association  as  at  present.  A  motion  was 
passed  congratulating  the  North  British  Executive  on 
their  efforts  in  regard  to  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Regula- 
tions. The  membership  of  the  Association  is  sixty-nine, 
every  chemist  in  Aberdeen  having  joined  up. 

Assistants'    Unions.  —  The    Liverpool  Pharmacists' 
Section  of  the  National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers    held    a    meeting    recently,    which    was  well 
ittended  by  qualified  and  unqualified  assistants  in  Liver- 
pool and  district,   while  the  following  officials  of  the 
Union  were  present  :  Alderman  W.  A.  Robinson,  joint 
general  secretary;  Mr.  W.  Jones,  chief  organising  secre- 
tary ;  Mr.  L.  Hogan,  Liverpool  divisional  officer ;  and  Mr. 
I.  Gilmour,  national  organiser,  Drug  and  Fine  Chemical 
Section.     The    new    Union    is   a    combination    of  the 
Associated   Union  of  Co-operative  Employers    and  the 
National  Warehouse  and  General  Workers,  and  the  main 
usiness  before  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  the  desirability, 
r  otherwise,  of  the  Pharmacists'  Section  linking  up  with 
he  new  body.   Alderman  Robinson  addressed  the  meeting 
nd  explained  the  close  connection  between  employees  in 
harmacy  and  the  Distributive  Union.    He  instanced  by 
ractical  illustrations  the  growth  of  employers'  federa- 
ions,  the  power  of  monopolies  in  the  business  world,  and 
le  introduction  of  the  trust  system  in  pharmaceutical  life 
nd  its  ultimate  effect  on  the  industry  and  standard  of  the 
orker.    He  was  convinced  that  the  retail  employee  in 
harmacy  can  only  look  to  his  ultimate  salvation  through 
•ganisation.   Various  questions  were  then  answered,  and 
le  meeting  unanimously  agreed  to  link  up  as  a  Pharma- 
sts'  Section  within  the  National  Union  of  Distributive 
|id  Allied  Workers,  and  to  endeavour  to  bring  all  em- 
lloyees  in  pharmacy  inside  the  Union. — Mr.  W.  J.  Gib- 
in,  chenrst  and  druggist,  presided  over  a  meeting  of  the 
ewcastle-on-Tyne  section   of   the  Union  on  March  1, 
lien  it  was  mentioned  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Swanton  (organiser) 
iat  the  Union  was  pressing  a  scheme  to  bring  about  a 
nitation  of  apprentices.    The  reason  for  this  was  the 
[vet  that  many  chemists  were  finding  it  difficult  to  get 
lequately  paid  positions,    and   had  to  take  subsidiary 
)sts. — The    conjoint    meeting    of    the    London  Retail 
ranches  of  the  National  Drug  and  Chemical  Union  was 
Id  on  March  3,  and  was  followed  by  a  successful  whist- 
l  ive.    A  paper  written  by  a  member  of  the  Retail  Phar- 
icists'  Union  was  read.      The  writer  emphasised  the 
lint  that,  in  view  of  the  formation  of  a  trade  union  of 
iployers,  the  assistants'  union  should  receive  every  en- 
uragement,  and,  if  possible,  joint  meetings  should  be 
ranged,  and  that  the  recognition  of  trade  unionists  by 
ide  unionists  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  pharmacy  as 
whole. 

Cardiff. —  The  Cardiff  Pharmacists'  Association  held  a 
eting  on  March  3,  the  President' (Mr.  D.  Brims)  in  the 
lit'.  It  was  agreed,  after  a  discussion,  to  form  a  branch 
the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.  The  affiliation  with 
i  Cardiff  Chamber  of  Trade  was  again  considered,  and 
•was  decided  still  to  continue  membership  of  that  body. 


The  President  was  nominated  to  represent  the  Association 
as  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  to  the  Chamber  of  Trade, 
and  Messrs.  Jesse  Mason  and  S.  H.  Willis  were  appointed 
delegates.  The  Thames  Valley  Association  enclosed  a 
copy  of  a  paper  read  by  Mr.  Porter  (S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  London),  and  suggesting  that  the  address  should 
be  discussed  at  one  of  the  Cardiff  meetings.  Mr.  A.  J. 
Harris  will  read  this  paper  at  the  next  meeting. 

Lancaster.  — Lancaster  and  District  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation has  nominated  Mr.  A.  H.  Robertson  (Vince  &  Co.) 
and  Mr.  R.  T.  Simpson  as  their  representatives  on  the 
executive  of  the  local  chamber  of  trade.  The  chamber 
has  now  been  reorganised  on  a  proportional  representation 
basis.    (See  0.  &  D.,  II..  1920,  p.  1655.) 

Liverpool. —  At  a  crowded  meeting  of  the  Liverpool 
Chemists'  Association,  held  on  March  2,  Mr.  Albert 
Porter,  general  manager  of  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
London,  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on  Current  Pharma- 
ceutical Topics.  He  urged  the  importance  of  good  print- 
ing and  the  pushing  of  goods  peculiar  to  pharmacists. 
Live  pharmacists  do  not  keep  dead  stocks,  and  he 
advocated  frequent  rather  than  large  purchases.  Pre- 
ference should  be  given  to  British  goods.  His  company 
wo>uld  never  supply  any  but  pharmacists,  and  would 
repress  the  transfer  of  their  goods  to  shopkeepers  seeking 
to  take  the  retail  trade  in  Maw's  goods  from  pharmacists. 
He  advised  all  pharmacists  closely  to  read  their  own 
trade  papers.  The  lecturer  replied  to  running  comments 
and  many  questions.  Charts  and  specimens  of  printing 
exhibited  were  examined  with  great  interest. 

London  fN.j. —  The  monthly  meeting  of  the  North 
London  Pharmaceutical  Association  took  place  on 
March  8,  Mr.  C.  W.  Andrew  in  the  chair.  The  secre- 
tary's report  dealt  with  the  Draft  Regulations.  Mr. 
Jenkin  reported  on  the  work  done  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee.  Mr.  Melhuish,  who  was  welcomed  by  the 
President,  gave  information  on  the  nominations  for  the 
Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.  Mr.  E.  T.  Neathercoat 
(President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  was  then  intro- 
duced to  the  meeting.  Dealing  with  the  pharmaceutical 
position,  he  pointed  out  how  critical  positions  followed 
each  other — the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  then  the  Proprietary 
Medicines  Bill.  Then  followed  the  test  case,  and  the 
consequence  has  been  that  very  keen  attention  has  had  to 
be  given  to  the  various  details  to  see  that  interests  were 
balanced.  The  Draft  Regulations  followed  and  chemists 
are  in  the  midst  of  the  fight.  It  was  found  that  various 
professions  were  deeply  concerned,  and  joint  action  is  being 
taken.  The  Home  Office  has  still  remained  adamant,  and 
nothing  could  be'  done  without  taking  Parliamentary 
action.  The  House  of  Commons  has  been  ignored,  and 
it  is  plainly  a  case  of  an  attempt  to  make  laws  by  depart- 
ments. The  propaganda  has  been  effective.  The  London 
Committee  of  Members  of  Parliament  had  a  long  agenda 
and  was  not  able  to  have  a  good  discussion  on  the  Regula- 
tions. He  assured  the  meeting  that  a  good  meeting  was 
promised  at  the  House  of  Commons  for  March  16,  and 
Dr.  Cox,  of  the  British  Medical  Association,  the  Presi- 
dent, and  Sir  William  S.  Glyn-Jones  were  to  insist  upon 
an  expert  committee.  The  adjournment  will  be  moved 
unless  the  Home  Secretary  is  to  show  himself  more  amen- 
able to  reason.  It  is  hoped  that  a  committee  will  arrange 
for  hearing  evidence.  He  felt  that  an  independent  com- 
mittee would  perhaps  be  the  most  effective.  He  em- 
phasised that  the  Regulations  were  not  in  force,  but 
become  law  when  they  are  laid  on  the  table  of  the  House. 
In  regard  to  hospitals,  he  pointed  out  that  the  Society 
had  always  insisted  that  separate  Regulations  should  be 
made,  but  he  was  convinced  that  any  Regulations  affect- 
ing pharmacy  in  hospitals  or  anywhere  else  should  be. 
through  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  After  outlining 
the  functions  of  the  Society,  he  indicated  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  effects  it 
is  bound  to  have  on  the  future  position  of  pharmacy, 
and  showed  the  line  of  action  needed.  He  urged  that 
the  local  Association  should  be  linked  -with  the  Society, 
and  suggested  a  modified  reversion  to  the  old  local 
organisation  of  some  years  ago.  In  any  case,  reconstruc- 
tion -was  needed  for  linking  the  local  Associations,  and 
he  for  one  was   intent  on  consolidating  that  force  for 
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good.  Mr.  Jenkin  opened  the  discussion  on  the  position 
of  the  Association.  Mr.  Noble  took  up  the  remarks  on 
pharmaceutical  research.  Mr.  Fouracre  on  the  extension 
of  the  activities  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Hearle  asked  for 
some  indication  of  the  purpose  of  the  Society  on  local 
organisation.  Miss  Brenman  on  the  professional  interests 
and  the  relationship  of  trade.  Mr.  Skinner  on  the  rela- 
tionship of  the  Associations.  Mr.  Bowie  on  the  financial 
side  of  the  question.  Mr.  Stokes  on  question  of  status 
of  the  qualified  pharmacist.  Mr.  NcNab,  of  the  Scottish 
Federation,  came  in  and  was  given  a  hearty  welcome. 
Mr.  Neathercoat  replied  to  the  questions,  emphasising 
that  the  Associations  must  continue  and  subsidies  must 
needs  arise,  if  needs  be,  to  prevent  any  loss  of  activity 
or  independence  in  these  bodies.  Mr.  McNab  made  a 
few  remarks  on  the  feelings  of  Scotland,  and  he  assured 
them  that  he  hoped  the  Retail  Pharmacists''  Union  would 
be  as  strong  as  the  Federation. 

Peterborough. —  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Peter- 
borough Chemists'  Association  took  place  on  March  3,  the 
President  (Mr.  C.  Barnett,  Uppingham)  presiding.  Mi;. 
Ualder  presented  a  satisfactory  report  of  t lie  year's  work. 
He  said  it  was  unfortunate  that  the  attendance  at  meet- 
ings was  so  bad.  The  treasurer  (Mr.  J.  W.  Bodger)  then 
presented  his  balance-sheet.  Mr.  C.  Hamson,  the 
secretary  to  the  Pricing  Committee,  presented  a  report 
and  balance-sheet  of  the  Association  Handbook,  of  which 
he  is  editor.  The  handbook  is  highly  appreciated  through- 
out the  Eastern  Counties,  and  is  successful  financially. 
Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  were  elected  as  follows  : 
President,  Mr.  T.  J.  Calcutt;  Vice-Presidents,  Messrs.

After  tea  Mr.  C.  Hamson  read  a  paper  on  What  Matters 
in  Trade,  which  had  been  sent  by  the  Thames  Valley 
Chemists'  Association,  ami  was  edited  by  Mr.  Porter 
(S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons,  Ltd.). 

Southend-on-Sea. —  The  annual  meeting  of  the 
Southend-on-Sea  Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  on 
March  2  and  preceded  by  an  informal  dinner  at  which 
Mr.  P.  H.  Shields  presided.  After  the  dinner  the  secre- 
tary and  treasurer  read  the  respective  reports,  which 
were  adopted.  Several  new  members  were  elected.  The 
following  officers  were  then  appointed  :  President ,  Mr. 
F.  H.  King;  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  Sidney  F.  Body;  Assis- 
tant Secretary,  Mr.  J.  M.  Pratt;  Hon.  Solicitor,  Mr.

Discussion  then  took 
place  on  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Draft  Regulations,  and 
a  resolution  was  passed  that  the  President  and  secretary 
prepare  a  letter  embodying  the  objections  to  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act,  1920.  Draft  Regulations,  and  send  it 
to  the  local  member  of  Parliament,  with  a  view  to  secur- 
ing his  support;  also  that  a  resume  of  such  objections  be 
drawn  up  and  advertisements  inserted  in  the  "  Standard  " 
and  "  Observer,'"  with  a  view  to  directing  public  opinion 
against  such  Regulations.  The  secretary  referred  to  a 
challenge  received  from  Dr.  Holthusen,  secretary  of  the 
Southend  Doctors'  Cricket  Club,  inviting  the  pharmacists 
to  meet  them  in  a  friendly  game  on  July  20.  It  was 
agreed  to  accept  the  challenge.  It  was  decided 
that  the  offer  of  The  Wm.  Browning  Co.,  Ltd.,  to 
arrange  for  a  visit  by  Mr.  Sidney  Jamieson  to  give  a 
lecture,  before  a  joint  meeting  of  doctors  and  chemists, 
entitled  Petroleum  from,  the  Well*  to  the  Pharmacy,  be 
accepted.  The  secretary  referred  to  correspondence  which 
had  passed  between  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  and  himself 
on  the  subject  of  the  future  relationship  between  the 
local  Associations  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
the  hope  was  expressed  that  very  soon  a  definite  and 
acceptable  policy  would  be  declared.  A  letter  from  Miss 
Margaret  Buchanan,  with  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  the 
Benevolent  Fund  and  the  co-operation  of  ladies,  was  re- 
ferred to  the  President  to  carry  out.

—  A  meeting  of  the  Lancashire  Presc 
tion    Pricing   'Bureau    for   No.    4   Area   was  held 
Blackburn   recently,    Mr.    J.  T.    Cooper    (Bolton)  p 
siding.    With  regard  to  particulars  of  excessive  prescri 
ing  to  be  supplied  by  the  Bureau  to  Panel  Committees, 
was  decided  in  future  to  tabulate  only  those  which  a 
25  per  cent,  over  the  average  for  the  area.    This  will 
supplied  to  each  Panel  Committee  to  enable  them  to 
vestigate  the  cases  of  excessive  prescribing.  Statist! 
data  placed  before  the  Bureau,  and  relating  to  the  p 
ceding    quarter,    were    as    follows  :    Ingredient  pnc 
5.805A  lis.

drugs.    The  motion  was  carried.

It  was  agreed  that  the  election  of  committee  mem  be:  to. 
be  held  in  June  should  stand  for  a  term  of  three  yjS 
Mr.  F.  March  was  re-elected  chairman  and  thankecfor; 
his  past  services.  The  treasurer  (Mr.  Itowsell)  then're- 
sented  his  financial  statement,  which  was  adopted. .nd 
he  was  re-elected.  Mr.  Southerdeu  was  re-elected  lire- 
tary,  and  Messrs.  M.  T.  Foster  and  W.  W.  fa- 
auditors.  The  reports  of  the  Centra!  Checking  Beau 
for  July  and  August  were  approved,  also  the  In- 
ference of  the  balance  of  fund-  of  the  bureau  t.tb« 
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Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.  The  secretary's  report,  which 
was  adopted,  included  figures  furnished  by  the  clerk  to 
the  Devon  Insurance  Committee  showing'  the  value  of 
prescriptions  for  1919  as  8,402?.  2?.  6rf.,  and  the  number 
of  prescriptions  253,256.  A  satisfactory  standard  of 
accuracy  in  pricing  has  been  maintained. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Devon  Insurance  Committee,  on  March  7,  Mr.  P.  E, 
Rowsell  (chairman)  presiding,  it  was  reported  that  the 
sum  paid  to  chemists  in  1920  was  12,725?.,  against  8,402?. 
in  1919.  Dispensing  doctors  received  3.589/.,  compared 
with  2,855/.  in  1919,  for  drugs, 

Flintshire.—  At  the  recent  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  an  application  was  received  from 
a  chemist  to  have  his  name  placed  upon  the  list  of  persons 
supplying  drugs.  A  previous  application  had  been  refused, 
as  he  was  not  prepared'  to  supply  drugs  on  Sundays  and 
holidays.  The  application,  which,  it  was  now  stated, 
was  made  at  the  desire  of  local  people,  was  agreed  to. 

Hampshire. — A  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee was  held  recently,  Mr.  E.  H.  Smith  (Gos- 
port)  presiding.  The  reports  of  the  Central  Checking- 
Bureau  for  June,  July,  and  August  1920  were  approved. 
The  question  of  the  transfer  of  the  Central  Checking 
Bureau  to  the  Eetail  Pharmacists'  Union  was  discussed, 
and  it  was  unanimously  agreed  to  support  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau  under  the  new  arrangement.  Communi- 
cations from  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Insurance 
Committee  were  also  dealt  with,  and  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  meeting  the  chairman  expressed  the  Committee's 
regret  at  losing  the  services  of  Mr.  Baker,  who  had  been 
secretary  since  the  formation  of  the  Committee.  Mr. 
H.  J.  'Martin,  Christchurch,  was  unanimously  elected 
secretary. 

Kent. — Two  complaints  against  chemists  were  reported 
to    the    Insurance    Committee    at    their    meeting  held 
recentlv  at  Maidstone,  Mi-.  C.  Igglesden  presiding.  The 
report'  of  the    Pharmaceutical    Service  Sub-Committee 
showed  that  a  prescription  ordering  the  following  medi- 
cine was  dispensed  by  the  chemist  on  November  24,  1920  : 
Potass,    iodid.,    gij. ;     liq.    hydrarg.    perchlor.,    jiij.  ; 
sacchar.  vet.  q.«.  ;  aq.  camph.  ad.  3xij.    The  complainant 
took  some  of  the  medicine  and  in  about  fifteen  minutes 
he  became  so  ill  that  he  sent  for  his  doctor,  who  diagnosed 
strychnine  poisoning.    The  County  Analyst  examined  the 
rest  of  the  mixture  and  reported  that  while  it  contained 
strychnine  it  contained  no  perchloride  of  mercury.  The 
complainant  had  had  the  medicine  dispensed  on  former 
occasions,  and  being  surprised  at  the  difference  in  the  taste 
spat  out  as  much  as  he  could.    The  complainant's  wife 
went  to  the  chemist's  shop  and  saw  the  senior  assistant, 
who  desired  to  take  possession  of  the  bottle,  but  this  she 
would  not  allow,  and  he  stated  that  the  medicine  was' 
quite  correct  when  it  left  the  shop.    The  chemist,  in  his 
evidence,  stated  that  he  heard  from  an  outside  source  on 
December  9  that  there  had  been  a  complaint  about  a 
bottle  of  medicine  dispensed  at  his  shop.    He  inquired  of 
the  senior  assistant,  who  then  told  him  of  the  case.  The 
chemist  did  not  dispute  the  fact  that  the  medicine  con- 
tained strychnine  wken  it  was  issued  from  his  shop,  but 
he  could  give  no  definite  explanation  of  how  the  mistake 
was  made.    It  is  customary  for  the  work  of  the  person 
engaged    in    filling   the    dispensing    bottles  containing 
poison  to  be,  checked  by  another  person.    The  assistant 
who  dispensed  the  medicine  stated  that  he  put  into  the 
bottle  of  medicine  three  ounces  of  liquid  from  the  bottle 
which  should  have  contained  solution  of  perchloride  of 
mercury.    The  dispensing  of  this  particular  part  of  the 
mixture  was  checked  by  the  senior  assistant,  and  he  had 
no  reason  to  suppose  that  there  was  anything  wrong. 
Questioned  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  mistake,  he  stated 
that  he  knew  that  the  doctor  and  the  complainant's  wife 
had  called  in  reference,  to  an  error,  but  both  were  seen 
by  the  senior  assistant.    In  reply  to  a  question  why  he 
did  not  inform  his  employer  of  the  matter,  he  stated  that 
i  he  did  not  conceive  it  to  be  his  duty  to  do  so,  inasmuch 
as  there  was  another  assistant,  senior  to  himself,  who 
knew  of  the  matter.    The  Pharmaceutical  Committee  sub- 
mitted that  a  most  serious  error  had  occurred,  for  which 
the    chemist,    as    the    responsible    party,    should  be 
severely    censured.      The    action    of    the   assistants  in 


not  reporting  the  matter  to  the  chemist  as  soon  as  it  canie 
to  their   knowledge  was  most   reprehensible.    They  re- 
commended that  the  chemist  should  be  required  to  make 
such  arrangements  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  such 
an  error  occurring  in  future,  and  the  pharmacist  members 
of  the  Sub-Committee  have  agreed  to  inspect  the  dispen- 
sary and  report  on  the  matter.    The  Committee  agreed 
that  the  chemist  be  severely  censured,  and  his  attention 
drawn  to  the  reprehensible  action  of  his  assistants ;  also 
that  a  special  sub-committee  report  should  be  made  on  his- 
dispensing  arrangements.    The  second  complaint  was  by 
an  insurance  practitioner,  regarding  the  manner  in  which, 
a  quantity  of  gauze  was  supplied  to  an  insured  person. 
The  practitioner  sent  the  gauze  to  the  Committee,  alleg- 
ing that  it  was  in  a  dirty  condition,  shockingly  dispensed, 
and  very  much  below  weight.    The  doctor  also  stated' 
that  the  insured  person  had  to  wait  half  an  hour  in  the- 
shop,  although  he  was  the  only  customer  at  the  time. 
When  received,  the  gauze  was  contained  in  an  envelope- 
which   had  apparently  been    used  for  the    purpose  of 
addressing  some  communication  to  the  chemist.  The 
reply  of  the  chemist  was  that  the  gauze  was  cut  from  a 
roll,  and  as  the  quantity  was  indistinct  one  yard  was  sent 
and  that  quantity  marked  on  the  prescription  ;  if  it  was- 
sailed, the  patient  soiled  it.    With  regard  to  the  allega- 
tion of  delay,  the  chemist  stated  that  the  patient  came  in- 
the  middle  of  the  day  on  the  busiest  day  of  the  year. 
There  were  at  least  ten  or  twelve  prescriptions  for  medi- 
cine and   carriers'  orders   awaiting  execution.    He  also 
stated  that  it  was  not  true  that  the  shop  was  without 
customers,  that   he    had    no   intention   of  giving  panel 
patients    priority  over    his    private  customers,  that  all 
customers    were    taken    in    rotation,  and  that  if  panel 
patients  must  have  priority  he  would  resign  from  the  list. 
As   a  result  of  ah  inquiry  by  the  Joint  Services  Sub- 
Committee,  it  was  found  thai  the    complaints  relative- 
to     the    unclean     condition    of    the    gauze    and  the 
deficiency  _  in    quantity    were    substantiated;    also  that 
the  prescription  should  not  have  been   interfered  with 
without  reference  to  the  doctor.    They  recommended  that 
the    chemist    be    severely    censured*     The  report  was 
approved. — The   Pharmaceutical    Service  Stib-Committee 
gave  consideration  to  the  extra  cost  incurred  in  pricing 

I,  942  prescriptions  which  were-  received  from  a  chemist. 
The  prescriptions  relating  to  each  month  should  have 
been  sent  for  pricing  on  the  third  day  of  the  following 
month.  It  was  estimated  that  the  extra  cost  incurred 
would  amount  to  21.  2,?.,  and  the  chemist  had. agreed  to  a 
corresponding  deduction  being  made  from  his  remunera- 
tion. The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub-Committee  re- 
ported that  they  had  now  ascertained  that  the  total 
amount  of  recoverable  "urgent"  fees  credited  to  the 
chemist  concerned  in  the  investigation  reported  to  the 
Committee  at  the  last  meeting  was  21.  13.S.  Fees  in 
respect    of    twenty-four    prescriptions,    amounting  to 

II.  15s.  4d,  were  due  to  the  chemist,  and  they  had  in- 
structed the  clerk  to  recover  the  balance  of  17.S.  8d. 

Leamington.  —The  Warwickshire  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee met  recently  and  decided  to  extend  the  term  of 
office  of  the  present  members  until  June  20,  1921.  It 
was  agreed  that  the  elections  in  future  should  be  for 
a  term  of  three  years.  The  transfer  of  the  Central  Check- 
ing Bureau  and  its  funds  to  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 
was  agreed  to,  and  the  secretary  authorised  to  pay  any 
accounts  due.  and  also  to  forward  a  sum  in  advance  for 
1921.  The  secretary  reported  that  the  work  of  the  Pricing 
Office  continued  to  be  satisfactory,  and  recommended  the 
acceptance  of  their  figures.  A  request,  through  the 
Insurance  Committee,  from  the  Panel  Committee  that 
shops  open  on  Thursday  evenings  under  rota  arrangements 
should  be  available  until  7.30  p.m.  was  referred  for  con- 
sideration to  the  area  in  question. 

London. — The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  February  24,  Mr.  Harris  (chairman) 
presiding.  Among  the  accounts  recommended  for  pay- 
ment by  the  Finance  Sub-Committee  was  the  sum  of 
18.045/.  4s.  9d.  to  chemists  for  the  medical  year  1920- 
The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  reported  that  on 
January  31  the  number  on  the  list  of  persons  supplying 
drugs  and  appliances  was  as  follows  :  Chemists  in  genera? 
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business,  663;  in  institutions,  thirty-nine ;  other  persons, 
twenty-four-.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  re- 
commended that  a  resolution  withdrawn  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  tlie  Council,  to  the  effect  that  the  sum  of  21.  4s.  8d. 
be  deducted  from  the  amount  payable  to  a  practitioner 
for  excessive  prescribing,  be  confirmed.  Dr.  Pring  moved 
as  an  amendment,  that  the  amount  be  reduced  to  10?., 
but  the  amendment  was  lost.  A  meeting  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  was  held  on  March  8,  Mr.  A.  J.  Wing 
(chairman)  presiding.  The  report  of  the  Central  Check- 
ing Bureau  for  December  1920  showed  a  margin  of  error 
of  Q.Q9d.  Arising  out  of  a  letter  received  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  concerning  the  dispensing  of  Ministry 
of  Pensions  prescriptions,  after  some  discussion,  it  was 
decided  that  a  postcard  should  be  issued  setting  out  the 
most  important  details  to  be  observed.  The  secretary's 
report  contained,  inter  alia,  particulars  regarding  the 
application  of  the  non-extemporaneous  fees  contained  in 
the  reports  of  the  Checking  Bureau  ;  there  were  429,888 
prescriptions  dispensed  for  December  1920,  at  an  average 
cost  of  9.51rf.  The  average  cost  per  script  was  11.71(2. 
A  reply  from  the  Panel  Committee  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee's  letter  on  the  question  of  the  supply  of  malt 
and  oil  to  insured  persons.  Considerable  discussion  took 
place  on  this  subject,  and  it  was  ultimately  agreed  that 
the  matter  should  be  dealt  with  at  a  joint  conference. 
An  application  by  a  doctor  for  permission  to  dispense  for 
his  insured  patients  in  an  isolated  district  of  London. 
The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  make  the  necessary  in- 
quiries and  report. 

Middlesex  —The  bi-monthly  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  was  held  last  month  at  the  Guildhall, 
Westminster,  Mr.  W.  W.  Kelland  (chairman)  presiding. 
The  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Sub-Committee  recom- 
mended the  payment  of  the  following  accounts  :  To 
chemists,  for  October,  3,601/.  19s.  ;  November, 
4,308?.  9s.  Id.  ;  to  doctors,  for  capitation  drugs,  1920, 
629/.  ;  for  administration  of  drugs,  1920.  235/.  14s.  8d.  ; 
for  supply  of  drugs  in  emergency,  9s.  8d.;  for  supply 
of  vaccine,  1/.  16-'.  9d.  The.  accounts  were  passed. 
The  estimate  of  expenses  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee for  the  year  1921,  amounting  to  800/..  was 
approved,  and  300/.  was  directed  to  be  paid  to  them  on 
account.  It  was  reported  that  from  November  23  to 
January  25  five  chemists  had  resigned  from  the  panel  and 
two  had  been  added.  A  communication  was  received 
from  the  Joint  Committee  for  the  Pricing  of  Prescriptions 
stating  that  505  "  Urgent "  prescriptions  had  been 
received  for  the  quarter  ended  September  30,  the  value 
of  the  extra  fees  being  10/.  Is.  2d.  The  East  Sussex  In- 
surance Committee  notified  their  intention  of  determining 
from  December  31  next,  the  agreement  constituting  the 
Joint  Committee  for  the  Pricing  "of  Prescriptions. 

Norwich. — The  Insurance  Committee  on  March  1  wel- 
comed Mr.  A.  E.  Beeston,  chemist  and  druggist,  St.  Giles 
Street,  Norwich,  upon  his  appointment  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  He  was  also 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Committee. 
The  number  of  prescriptions  dispensed  in  1920  was  118.514, 
with  a  value  of  4.774/."  14.-*.  lid.,  as  compared  with  100,016 
and  3,243/.  16*.  Id.  during  1919.  From  January  1  to 
February  12  of  this  year  35QP.  13s.  5d.  had  been  paid  to 
chemists.  The  expenditure  of  the  East  Anglian  Joint 
(Pricing  of  Prescriptions)  Committee  in  1920  amounted 
to  3,6257.  5  s.  8'/.,  and  the  estimated  expenditure  for  the 
current  twelve  months  was  4,050/.  Two  names  were 
.  added  to  the  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs  and  appli-

Portsmouth. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Commit-

There  are  thirty-seven  chemist  contractors,  supplying 
drugs  and  appliances  from  fifty-five  pharmacies,  and'  one 
firm  contracting  for  appliances  only. 

Sheffield. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Committee  a  letter  was  read  from  the  chairman,  Mr.

Japanese  Celluloid  Products. — A  Reuter  message 
states  that  owing  to  the  fact  that  Japanese  celluloid  pro-  ■ 
ducts  are  too  dear  successfully  to  compete  with  foreign 
goods  in  the  international  market,  some  of  the  leading 
manufacturers  are  contemplating  a  petition  to  the 
Monopoly  Bureau  urging  that  the  supply  of  camphor  to 
foreign  countries  be  restricted: 
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Trade  Report. 

The  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or 
manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.

Business  shows  a  .slight  improvement  on  home  account, 
but  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  prices,  which  still  continue 
to  sag,  and  many  of  those  given  below  are  nominal,  as 
there  is  not  sufficient  trade,  to  test  the  market.  The  politi- 
cal development  between  Germany,  and  the  Allies  naturally 
overshadows  all  sections  of  the  markets,  and  there  is  a 
disposition  to  wait  until  the  outlook  is  clearer  before 
making  fresh  commitments.  A  drug-auction  was  due  to  be 
field  next  Thursday,  but  we  understand  that  it  has  been 
abandoned  owing  to  the  absence  of  demand.  Cod-liver  oil 
is  again  lower  owing  to  the  prolific  yield  :  stocks  of  rhubarb 
are  large  and  prices  are  cheaper.  Honey  has  been  in 
better  demand  at  easy  rates,  and  beeswax  is  offering  at 
practically  pre-war  values.  Ergot  is  still  weak.  Ipeca- 
cuanha continues  easy,  with  good  stocks  of  Matto  Grosso 
and  East  Indian.  Senna  is  selling  at  easier  rates,  and  mix 
vomica  is  tending  lower.  Lycopodium  is  again  scarce  on 
spot.  Menthol  is  offered  at  lower  prices  in  the  interests 
of  "bears."  Cumin  and  fenugreek  seeds  are  firm; 
coriander  is  steady ;  caraway  and  mustard  seeds  are  lower.

With,  but  only  the  smallest  of  business  being  transacted 
in  industrial  chemicals,  it  is  necessary  to  point  out 
that  the  values  given  in  this  report  mostly  reflect  current 
prices  quoted  as  distinct  from  actual  sales.  The  latter  in 
nearly  every  rase  is  much  lower  than  the  holders'  quota- 
tion. With  gloomy  reports  coming  through  from  the  tex- 
tile, centres,  where  the  mills  are  closing  for  two  weeks  at 
Easter,  matters  are  not  likely  to  improve  yet  awhile. 
Export  trade,  which  comprised  a  large  amount  of  the 
business  done  in  this  market,  has,  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, ceased  to  exist.  Towards  the  close  there  has  been 
rather  more  activity  in  certain  chemicals  in  consequence 
of,  the  interruption  of  business  with  Germany  and  the 
uncertainty  surrounding  future  business. 

Acetic  Acid. — As  the  exports  from  Germany  are  likely 
to  be  interfered  with,  quite  a  good  business  has  been  done, 
and  glacial  has  been  sold  up  to  62/.  10s:  per  ton,  and  80  per 
cent,  pure  up  to  48?.  per  ton.

The  results  of  the  recent  elections  to  the  Prussian  Parlia- 
ment and  the  supplementary  elections  to  the  Reichstag 
show  that  the  much-vaunted  "  Red  "  element,  supposed  to 
be  so  full  of  promise,  no  longer  resembles  the  deep  red  of 
dawn,  but  rather  the  paling  dull  glow  of  sunset,  which 
usually  heralds  a  change  in  the  weather.  Once  again  the 
future  of  Germany  is  being  discussed  in  London.  It  is  not 
worth  while  to  pass  judgment  on  the  past ;  Germany  has 
been  reduced  to  the  condition  of  an  anvil.  There  can  be 
only  one  problem  for  the  present  and  for  the  future,  and 
that  is  to  remove  the  poison  from  the  political  life  of  our 
people,  and  also  of  the  nations  in  their  dealings  with  one 
another.  No  civilised  nation  in  the  world  can  be  condemned 
to  undertake  such  a  Danaus  and  Sysiphus  task  for  such  a 
prolonged  period.  Let  us  be  treated  as  debtors,  but.  not 
at,  thesame  time  as  debtors  and  as  enemies  as  well,  if  the 
peace  is  not  to  be  merely  empty  words.  Give  hope  to  the 
debtor  and  he  will  resume  work ;  if  no  hope  is  held  out 
he  will  neither  work  nor  pay,  and  it  will  come  to  bank- 
ruptcy ;  relentless  insistence  only  too  readily  gives  rise  to 
a  desire  for  revenge.

Balsam  Peru.— A  new  delivery  permits  the  price  to  be 
reduced  to  m.350  for  genuine.

"  C.  &  D."  Drug  Index=Number. 
Sir, — Your  table  of  drugs  giving  the  index-number  for 
the  last  six  months  should  be  very  valuable  to  pharmacists 
showing  the  articles  on  which  there  is  likely  to  be  a 
further  fall,  and  should  therefore  be  an  aid  to  buying, 
by  noting  which  drugs  to  buy  sparingly  and  so  on.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  index-number  for  dressings 
dropped  considerably  more  than  that  for  drugs, 
ilthough  one  would  think  at  first  sight  that  the  labour 
factor  would  enter  more  into  the  cost  of  dressings  than 
')f  drugs.  The  explanation  which  you  give  of  the  term 
'index-number,"  taking  the  figures  of  the  Ministry  of 
'.labour  as  an  example,  is  concise,  but  to  those  of  us  who 
lire  wage-earners  this  figure  is  often  a  source  of  wonder.

Mr.  Wyatt's  Dispensing  Notes. 

Sir, — The  "  Dispensing  Notes'  "  paper  by  Mr.  Harold 
ratt  before  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  is  ex- 
mely  helpful,  especially  in  these  days  when,  owing  to 
l>  medical  benefit  under  the  National  Insurance  Acts, 
iirmacists  in  retail  business  are  handling  so  many  more 
1  scriptions  than  they  did  in  the  days  before  the  Act. 
'se  mixture  containing  sodii  salicylas  and  liq.  ferri. 
1  chlor.  attracted  my  attention,  as  I  have  met  this 
abination,  without  the  other  ingredients  Mr.  Wyatt 


had,  once  or  twice  lately*,  and  it  occurred  to  me  that  it  was 
perhaps  intentional,  the  prescriber  requiring  iron  salicylate. 
Another  example  of  the  kind  was  afforded  by  salicylate 
of  soda  and   compound  syrup  of  hypophosphites,  this 
giving  a  deep  red  colour  (sod.  bicarb,  being  also  present), 
due,  no  doubt,  to  the  iron    in    the    syr.  hypophosph. 
■co.    With  reference  to  the  quinine  mixtures,  I  have  had 
recently  prescriptions  for  quin.  hydrochlor.  and  ammon. 
brotnid. ,  the  resulting  mixture  being  far  from  present- 
able, the  quinine  being  thrown  out,  and  some  suggestions 
as  to  the  best  method  of  dealing  with  this  would  be  help- 
ful.   The  foreign  prescriptions  are  very  interesting.  I 
have  had  considerable  experience  of  Italian  prescriptions, 
and  one  thing  that  struck  me  forcibly  was  the  habit  of 
prescribing  potent  drugs  without  dilution.    For  instance, 
Liq.   arsenicalis        ...       ...  15.0 

Send  in  drop  bottle  ;  3  drops  in  water  twice  daily, 

was  a  favourite  one,  and  another  was  30  grams  of  a 
saturated  solution  of  potassium  iodide  in  a  drop  bottle, 
5  to  10  drops  three  times  a  day ;  and  again — 

Liq.  arsen.  hyd., 

Liq.  strych.  hyd.      ...     aa.  10.0 

Send  in  drop  bottle ;  4  drops  after  meals. 

This  last  was  particularly  startling  to  an  English  phar- 
macist who  had  always  been  taught  that  strong  drugs 
should  be  well  diluted  before  mixing.  Looking  back  a 
good  many  years,  I  remember  that  when  appearing  at 
Galen  Place  for  the  Minor  examination,  in  the  book 
of  autograph  prescriptions  there  were  some  in  French, 
which  the  examiner  invited  me  to  read,  carefully  explain- 
ing, however,  that  I  need  not  do  so  unless  I  liked.  As  I 
had  had  West-End  experience,  which  included  a  good 
deal  of  foreign  work,  I  successfully  attempted  three  or 
four,  and  have  no  doubt  that  it  counted  considerably  to 
my  credit,  although  perhaps  not  strictly  part  of  the 
syllabus.

Pharmacodynamics  of  Quinine. 

Sir,— With  reference  to  the  letter  by  "  M.D.,  L.P.S.L," 
on  this  subject  in  the  C.  &  D.,  January  22,  I  give  my 
personal  experiences  as  follows  :  I  came  out  to  India  for 
the  first  time  at  the  age  of  forty-three  in  1910,  and  for 
three  years  I  was  stationed  up  in  the  Himalayas,  and 
therefore  malaria  was  an  unknown  thing  for  me  I 
came  down  to  Calcutta  at  the  end  of  1913,  and  have 
remained  here  ever  since,  neither  having  been  home  nor 
up  to  the  hills  since.  Very  shortly  after  settling  in 
Calcutta  I  contracted  my  first  dose  of  malaria,  and  up 
to  November  1918  I  can  honestly  say  that  I  was  never 
free  from  it  for  two  months,  very  frequently  being  in 
bed  for  several  weeks  at  a  stretch.  During  that  time  I 
must  have  taken  120  grains  every  week.  In  November 
1918  I  started  my  biggest  bout  of  all,  and  was  practically 
fighting  for  my  life  for  four  months,  but  finally,  on 
February  I,  1919,  I  was  at  work  again,  and  the  famous 
I. M.S.  gentleman  who  pulled  me  though  passed  me  out 
with  these  words,  "  You  will  have  less  fever  in  the  future 
if  you  will  take  15  grains  of  quinine  on  the  same  day 
every  week,  and  on  no  account  take  any  between."  I 
have  scrupulously  followed  his  dictum  ever  since,  and  I 
have  never  had  another  single  day's  fever — a  great  change 
from  the  weary  months  spent  on  my  back  wondering 
whether  I  should  ever  be  cured.  From  the  nature  of  my 
calling  I  am  intimately  in  touch  with  the  medical  pro- 
fession, and  am  certainly  of  the  opinion  that  a  great 
many  earnest  workers  are  •  beginning  to  perceive  that  a 
great  deal  too  much  quinine  is  taken  in  India.  I  have 
not  delved  into  the  researches  on  malaria,  but  an  ex- 
planation of  the  action  of  quinine  given  me  by  a  Bengali 
medical  friend  seems  to  me  to  be  a  feasible  one.  It  is, 
that  it  takes  eight  days  for  a  bite  from  Anopheles  to  pro- 
duce an  effect,  and  so.  the  seven-days'  dosing  cuts  off  all 
evil  results.  It  may  be  so  or  it  may  not,  but  my  own 
personal  case  favours  a  belief  in  its  truth.  Apart  from 
my  own  case,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  huge  quantities  of 
quinine  are  administered  every  year  in  India  for  malaria 
and  other  tropical  fevers,  which  are  not  only  wasted  as 
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remedial  agents,  but  are  the  causation  of  troubles  far 
worse  than  those  they  are  given  to  cure.

Slr, — C.  c£-  D.  readers  will  be  interested  in  a  paper  on 
"  Malaria  Problems  Pertinent  to  Prevention,"  read  before 
the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  by  Dr.  Angus  G.  Macdonald 
a  few  days  ago.  The  reader  of  the  paper  bears  out  the 
assertion  of  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter  and  your  correspondent 
"M.D.,  L.P.S.I."  in  his  letter  under  the  above  heading 
(C.  &  D.,  II.,  1920,  p.  1,447).  that  quinine  is  useless 
in  the  prevention  of  malaria.  He  declares  "that  quinine 
does  prevent  malaria  has  not  been  proved ;  that  its  pro- 
phylactic use  is  utterly  impracticable  in  communities  and 
in  armies  has  been  repeatedly  demonstrated.  In  my 
opinion,  no  aid  to  prevention  is  to  be  gained  from  quinine 
prophylaxis."  In  the  discussion  on  the  paper,  Lieut. -Col. 
Dr.  Henderson,  who  served  for  three  years  in  Macedonia 
and  nine  months  in  South  Russia,  where  malaria  was  pre- 
valent, was  even  more  emphatic.  He  said  :  "  Quinine  as 
a  prophylactic  is  not  only  useless,  but  dangerous,  as  it- 
interferes  with  subsequent  treatment  and,  after  a  pro- 
longed course,  upsets  digestion  and  lowers  vitality  and 
resisting  powers."  It  is  difficult  to  understand  who  was 
responsible  for  the  wholesale  waste  of  quinine  referred  to 
by  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter  last  July  at  Cambridge,  as 
one  Army  doctor  confessed  that  neither  he  nor  his 
A.D.M.S.  believed  in  prophylactic  quinine,  and  that  lie 
himself  had  only  taken  one  prophylactic  dose.  He  believed 
in  personal  immunity,  as.  though  frequently  bitten  by  mos- 
quitoes, he  had  entirely  escaped  malaria.  He  pointed  out 
that  his  A.D.M.S.  had  not  been  so  fortunate,  but  owing 
to  the  fact  that  this  gentleman  had  deliberately  refused  to 
take  the  prophylactic  doses  which  he  was  forcing  on  the 
troops  he  was  readily  cured  by  taking  quinine  by  the 
mouth.  The  paper  referred  to  is  worthy  of  study,*  as  it 
brings  out  and  emphasises  the  truth  of  Dr.*  J.  C. 
McWalter's  statements  and  the  assertions  of  your  corre- 
spondent. It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  those  0.  <fr  D. 
readers  who  have  been  attracted  by  "  the  lure  of  the 
Orient  "  to  know  the  truth  about  the  prevention  of  malaria 
by  quinine,  but  it  is  of  general  interest  to  the  whole 
craft  to  know  of  this  wholesale  waste  of  a  costly  drug 
during  the  war.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  evident  that 
many  of  the  doctors  who  were  responsible  for  its  ad- 
ministration did  not  believe  it  had  any  value  as  a  pre- 
ventive measure  in  this  relation,  and  did  not  take  the 
drug  themselves.  Surely  the  head  of  the  Medical  Service 
in  Macedonia  should  be  brought  to  book  in  this  matter. 
He  is  directly  responsible  for  much  of  the  heavy  burden 
of  taxation  necessary  to  pay  the  pensions  of  men  invalided 
for  malaria,  who,  according  to  the  above  statement  of 
one  of  his  own  officers,  could  have  been  readily  cured  were 
it  not  for  the  fact  that  tolerance  of  the  drug  had  been 
established,  digestion  upset,  and  vitality  lowered  by  the 
■wholesale  poisoning  of  the  troops  by  prophylactic  quinine.

The  Apothecaries'  Assistant's  Claim. 

Sie, — In  reply  to  "Pharmaceutical  Chemist"  (C.  d-  D., 
March  5,  p.  78),  an  apothecary's  assistant  is  the  only 
person  who  can  legally  dispense  .for  an  apothecary.  The 
apothecary  of  old  is  to-day  a  legally  qualified  medical 
practitioner.  All  registered  medical  practitioners  are 
equal  in  law,  therefore  the  apothecary's  assistant  is  a 
legally  qualified  dispenser  to  a  registered  medical  prac- 
titioner. Further,  the  examining  board,  which  is  the  only 
one  approved  by  the  Medical  Council  for  the  purpose  of 
clispensing,  is  the  same  body  which  examines  candidates 
for  the  medical  profession,  and  naturally  has  no  reference 
to  the  keeping  of  open  shop.  The  qualification  is  therefore 
entirely  professional  and  forms  part  of  the  medical  pro- 
fession. The  business  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  to 
carry  out  the  intentions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  which  deal 
exclusively  with  open  shops  for  the  sale  of  poisons.  A 
pharmacist  in  a  public  hospital  or  institution  is  entirely 
out  of  place  and  has  no  legal  status  there  whatever. 
Referring   to    the   sale   of  a  poison  by  an  apothecary's 
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assistant,  "Pharmaceutical  Chemist"  is  no  doubt  full;| 
aware  that,  while  an  apothecary's  assistant  is  quali 
fied  to  dispense  the  most  dangerous  poisons  for  intern 
administration,  he  is  not  permitted  to  sell  a  pennj 
worth  of  oxalic  acid  to  clean  a  straw  hat  with.  Can 
imagine  that  there  would  be  much  difficulty  in  removir 
this  absurdity  if  seriously  contested  ?

Dispensing  Doctors. 

Sir, — May  I  call  attention  to  an.  article  under  tb 
heading  "  Should  Medical  Practitioners  Dispense  Med, 
cines?  "  which  appeared  in  "The  Hospital"  recently 
The  article,  having  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  i 
has  always  insisted  that  each  institution  should  ha1! 
duly  qualified  dispensers  wholly  responsible  for  tlj 
dispensing  of  drugs,  goes  on  to  say  that  "it  is  high 
desirable  that  the  functions  of  prescribing  and  dispensir 
should  be  distinctly  separated."  It  points  out  that 
most  countries  outside  Great  Britain  prescribing  ar 
dispensing  are  recognised  as  distinct  functions  to 
undertaken  only  by  those  specially  trained  in  them 
namely,  the  doctor  and  pharmacist — and  that  a  lar 
body  of  public  opinion  is  averse  from  cont;nuing  t 
custom  obtaining  in  many  districts  whereby  the  doct 
dispenses  medicines  for  his  own  patients,  and  may  al 
sign  the  certificate  of  death.  From  the  medical  prac 
tioner's  standpoint  it  is  argued  that  some  chemists  a 
in  the  habit  of  prescribing  remedies  for  certain  ailmerr 
and  that  if  all  dispensing  is  to  be  in  the  hands  of  chemi: 
the  latter  shou'.d  agree  to  discontinue  any  form  of  coun 
prescribing.    The  article  concludes  with  the  following : 

It  might  be  a  good  thing  if  the  Ministry  of  Health 
up  a  Committee  to  go  into  the  whole  matter,  and  report 
it  as  suggested  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  with  a  vi 
to  placing  the  subject  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis. 

The  question  of  regulating  the  qualification  of  perse 
acting    a-s    dispensers    at    institutions   might  well 
included  in  the  terms  of  reference,  for  at  present,  althoi 
qualified  pharmacists  are  employed  at  most  hospitals  a 
institutions,  no  legal  qualification  is  required  for  th 
acting  as  "  dispensers."     The  last  paragraph  is  a  vi 
important-  one,  and  it  is  interesting  to  find  it  brouj 
up  by  a  medical  journal.    I  would  like  to  add  my  persofl 
quota  to  this  subject.     It  has  recently  been  my  lot » 
undertake  locum  Work   for   friends'  who  dispense  tit 
own  medicines,  and  as  I  have  been  brought  up  in,  ; 
accustomed  to,  the  orderly  arrangements  of  private  sh 
and  hospital  dispensaries,  I  have  been  horrified  by 
dirt  and  disorder  which  sometimes  prevail  in  the  com 
G.P.'s  surgery.  Solids  and  liquids,  tinctures  and  linime 
pills  and  powders,  ointments  and  lozenges  are  hopel 
mixed  up.    There  is  often  no  attempt  at  keeping  pois 
separate  from  less  powerful  remedies,  and  the  diffici 
in  finding  any  particular  drug  is  infinite.    I  suggest  t( 
the  Ministry  of   Health  might  include  in  its  terms, 
reference  proposals  for  some  form  of  inspection  or  sn]; 
vision    of    surgeries,    as    these    places    as    at  prei, 
administered  are  a  menace  to  the  public  health — a 
which  was  suggested  during  the  Greenwood  trial.

Instead  of  Is- 
serving  the  flimsy  triplicate  in  the  prescription-book,  <ie 
general  practice  in  the  district  I  know  best  is  to  V 
it  out  and  hand  it  to  the  patient,   who  presents  i^»  i 
each    visit.    In  my  experience  the  counterfoils  of  he 
National  Health  Insurance  prescription-books  are  K'ly 
filled  in.     One  thing  is   certain,  that  anv   doctor  ho 
has  ever  done  locum  work  has  been  much  <?mbarrf*<» 
by  the  lack  of  records.     I  have  taken  over  a  *'6<)| 
patients  without  even  an  indication   of  the  varietiof 
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the  diseases  from  which  they  are  suffering  being 
supplied.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the  picture  painted  in  the 
lay  Press  of  the  Insurance  Committee's  officials  gloating- 
over  the  history  of  the  patients'  complaints  and  passing 
on  the  details  is  grossly  overdrawn.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  new  card  has  on  the  front  the  patient's  name,  address, 
membership  number,  etc.  On  the  back  are  the  panel 
doctor's  remarks.  If  a  man  changes  from  one  district 
to  another  the  card  is  put  by  the  doctor  into  a  "  window  " 
envelope.  The  card  is  gummed  up  in  the  envelope  and 
sent  sealed  up  to  the  local  Insurance  Committee.  The 
back,  with  the  doctor's  notes,  is  hidden  from  the  eyes 
of  the  clerks  at  the  Insurance  Office,  and  cannot  be  read 
without  tearing  open  the  envelope.  The  card  is  de- 
spatched in  its  envelope  to  the  Insurance  Committee  in 
the  patient's  new  district,  stamped,  and  handed  intact 
to  the  new  panel  doctor.  I  hold  no  brief  for  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  which  is  easily  the  worst  of  all  the  mush- 
room post-war  Ministries,  and  ought  to  be  the  first  to 
go  when  we  get  back  to  sane  national  expenditure,  but, 
in  common  fairness,  it  must  be  admitted  that  what  appear 
to  be  reasonable  safeguards  have  been  taken  to  prevent 
the  "panel-prying"  about  which  the  Yellow  Press  has 
been  screaming.

Strength  of  Soda  Water. 
Ref  erring  to  a  reply  in  the  C.  <£•  D. ,  January  1  (p.  87) 
regarding  the  strength  of  soda  water,  a  subscriber  informs 
us  that  he  always  supplies  soda  water  of  the  strength 
which  was  official  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1885,  and 
finds  it  appreciated  by  his  customers,  who  often  remark 
that  it  is  the  best  soda  water  they  have  ever  had,  and 
send  for  it  from  distant  parts  of  the  city.  The  taste 
is  not  unpleasant,  if  care  is  taken  to  use  a  pure  sodium 
bicarbonate  and  to  ensure  that  the  water  is  perfectly 
lerated.  Our  subscriber  further  adds  that  he  considers 
that  chemists  should  cultivate  a  business  in  soda  water 
of  full  strength,  as  doctors  so  frequently  order  soda 
iivater  for  patients  in  illnesses,  and  it  is  expected  that 
sodium  bicarbonate  should  be  present.  The  taste  of 
'loda-and-milk,  in  the  case  where  full-strength  soda  water 
8  employed  is  particularly  rich,  and  more  likely  to  be 
appreciated  by  a  sick  person  than  milk  diluted  with 
'lain  aerated  water. 


Legal  Queries. 


Provincial  (22/2)  recently  became  manager  for  a  man 
who  was  made  bankrupt  about  ten  years  ago  and  has  not 
yet  been  discharged.  Part  of  "  Provincial's  "  salary  has 
not  been  paid ;  is  he  entitled  to  sue  the  bankrupt  for 
the  amount'  due?  [Legal  proceedings  may  be  taken 
against  the  bankrupt.] 

Taxi  (23/2)  is  branch  manager  for  a  multiple-snop  firm, 
and  recently  incurred  expense  in  connection  with  the 
removal  of  his  furniture  from  one  branch  to  another,  to 
which  he  was  transferred.  He  will  shortly  incur"  further 
expenditure  of  the  same  nature,  as  he  is  about  to  remove 
to  another  town  to  start  in  business  on  his  own  account. 
In  making  his  return  for  income-tax  purposes,  is  he 
entitled  to  show  the  cost  of  the  two  removals  as  a  deduc- 
tion ?  [In  our  opinion  the  expenses  of  removal  would 
not  be  allowed  as  a  deduction  in  arriving  at  "Taxi's" 
taxable  income.] 

/.  S.  (25/2)  has  a  branch  shop  which  is  managed  by  his 
son.  The  son  lives  with  "J.  S.,"  who  provides  him 
with  clothes  and  pocket-money.  The  son  is  not  paid 
any  wages ;  must  he  be  insured  under  the  National 
Insurance  Act?  [Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  son 
is  paid  "  pocket-money,"  we  consider  that  he  must  be 
insured  under  both  the  National  Health  and  the  Unem- 
ployment Insurance  Schemes,  unless  he  applies  for  and 
obtains  certificates  of  exemption  upon  the  ground  that  he 
is  "  ordinarily  and  mainly  dependent  for  his  livelihood  " 
upon  "J.  S."] 

/.  M.  W.  L.  (21/2)  is  tenant  of  a  shop  in  Scotland, 
at  a  rent  of  28Z.  14*.  When  he  paid  his  half-yearly  rent 
in  November  last  his  landlord  informed  him  verbally 
that  the  rent  would  be  increased  by  30  per  cent.,  and 
that  he  must  do  the  repairs.  If  the  landlord  demands 
payment  of  rent  at  the  increased  rate  in  May  next  will 
"  J.  M.  W.  L."  be  bound  to  pay  it?  ^Before  the  land- 
lord can  enforce  payment  of  an  increase!  of  rent  he  must 
terminate  the  present  tenancy,  and  give  "J.  M.  W.  L." 
written  notice  of  the  increase,  in  the  prescribed  form,  one 
month  before  the  increase  takes  effect.] 

IF.  /.  H.  (4/3)  recently  sent  a  remittance  to  a  whole- 
sale firm  and  in  reply  received  a  form,  signed  by  the 
cashier,  stating  that  in  view  of  the  burden  imposed  on 
commerce  by  the  increased  stamp  duties  the  firm  had 
decided  not  to  give  formal  receipts  unless  specially  asked 
to  do  so.  The  form  went  on  to  state,  "  We  therefore  merely 
acknowledge  with  thanks  your  letter  of  March  1,  and  its 
enclosure,  which  are  perfectly  in  order,  and  have  been 
properly  dealt  with  in  relation,  to  your  account."  Does 
the  document  in  question  satisfy  all  legal  requirements? 
[Although  ambiguously  worded  the  document  is  never- 
theless, in  our  opinion,  a  receipt  which  must  be  stamped 
if  the  "enclosure"  is  a  remittance  of  21.  or  more. 
Failure  to  stamp  the  document  in  such  a  case  would,  we 
consider,  render  the  firm  liable  to  a  penalty  of  101.,  under 
the  Stamp  Act,  1891.] 

./.  W.  B.  (26/2)  is  a  sub-postmaster  who  has  been 
assessed  to  income-tax  under  Schedule  E.  He  receives  a 
scale  payment  and  certain  fluctuating  emoluments,  and 
out  of  this  he  has  to  pay  wages  to  a  staff,  make  good 
all  deficiencies,  etc.,  and  it  sometimes  happens  that  these 
deficiencies  are  only  discovered  long  after  the  tax  year 
in  which  they  occurred.  He  asks  whether  in  these  cir- 
cumstances he  ought  not  to  be  assessed  under  Schedule  D 
on  the  three  years'  average  instead  of  E.  [The  proper 
Schedule  in  this  case  is  E,  under  which  the  actual  salary, 
fees,  perquisites,  and  profits  for  the  year  of  assessment 
are  to  be  taxed.  Any  expenditure  wholly,  exclusively, 
and  necessarily  incurred  in  performing  the  duties  of  the 
office  may  be  deducted.  This  would  cover  a  deficiency 
made  good  in  the  way  stated.  As  to  perquisites,  these 
may  be  estimated  on  the  profits  of  the  preceding  year, 
or  on  the  average  for  one  year  of  the  profits  in  the  three 
preceding  years  ending  either  April  5  or  the  day  on 
which  the  accounts  of  such  perquisites  have  usually  been 
made  up.]

If  considered  necessary,  this  can  be  succeeded  by  a  pint 
of  linseed  oil.  Should  the  staggering  persist  after  the 
animal  has  neen  purged,  give  potass,  brom.  in  Jss.  doses 
every  four  hours.  When  the  staggering  disappears,  a  powder 
of  sodii  bicarb,  et  sodii  hyposulph.  aa.  3j.  may.  be  given 
twice  a  day  for  a  few  days.  If  convulsions  are  present, 
first  ascertain  whether  the  animal  can  swallow  by  giving 
a  little  cold  water  out  of  a  bottle,  and  if  the  indication 
is  in  the  affirmative  give  chloral  hydrate  in  doses  of  3j.-3ij. 
frequently,  applying  cold  water  to  the  head  until  the 
fits  cease.  Then  give  the  purge  and  bromide  as  men- 
tioned, above.  Should  [paralysis  supervene,  it  will  be 
advisable  to  slaughter  the  animal,  as  recovery'  is  rare.

lathering  properties  :

Clerkemvell  Green.  London,  E.G.  The  price  some  years 
ago  was  2s.

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Hypo  (1/3). — Tinting  Bromide  Prints. — This  is  usually 
effected  with  aniline  dyes.  The  print  is  soaked  in  an 
aqueous  solution  and,  when  tinted,  dried  without  washing. 
Various  chemical  processes  are  used  for  toning  bromide 
prints,  but  these  only  act  on  the  image  and  do  not  tint  the 
paper. 

Phtzuix  (5/3). — The  application  of  hydrous  lanolin  to 
the  skin  injured  by  ringworm  treatment  is  recommended.

— The  sample  consists  of 
dark-coloured  tough  flakes,  which  are  very  difficult  to 
powder,  and  swell  in  water  to  a  gelatinous  mucilage, 
which  is  precipitated  by  alcohol.  By  these  characters 
and  by  chemical  properties  it  appears  to  be  a  crude  variety 
of  gum  of  the  tragacanth  type. 


$.  0.  C.  (10/1). — The  Healing  Ointment  you  send  is  a 
crudely  compounded  article.  The  medicinal  agent  is 
largely  or  entirely  lead  carbonate. 

Bhei  (7/2). — Addition  to  Petrol. — The  ball  whioh  is 
added  to  petrol  to  improve  it  appears  to  be  commercial 
naphthalene  of  medium  quality.  The  melting-point  is 
70°  C.  The  effect  of  using  naphthalene  in  solution  if 
the  petrol  is  likely  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  cleanliness  ol 
the  engine,  and  therefore  the  practice  cannot  be  recom 
mended.
